VANCOUVER (CP> The 
mother of a 20-year-old Van¬ 
couver man fatally shot in a 
local department store Mon¬ 
day has expressed her feel¬ 
ings about the personal trag¬ 
edy in a letter to Vancouver 
Sun columnist Jack Wasser- 
man. 

A 13-y car-old Vancouver 
boy has been charged with 
committing a delinquency by 
murdering her son. Edward 
Burtinshaw. The charges 
were laid under the federal 
Juvenile Delinquents Act. 

In her letter. Mrs. Bur¬ 
tinshaw said nothing could 
change the despair and social 
desperation which led to the 
child’s senseless act. 

*'Not one of us can change 
the fact that, yesterday, 
Woodward’s department store 
sold rifles across the counter, 
or that our government allows 
the sale of lethal weapons to 
the general public,” she said 
in the letter. 

She said the act was a re¬ 
sult of an aggressive and pro¬ 
fit-orientated society and 
asked: “How can wc explain 
to our daughters . . . that 
guns are sold at all? 

“Why do we still have a gov ¬ 
ernment which sftends more 
money keeping people in jail 
than on preventative work 
with inadequate and socially 
deprived children?"

Russia hockey scries, the |»aper 
says. 

In November, he was present¬ 
ed With a plaque and a Team- 
Canada hockey sweater by 
Prime Minister Trudeau. 

Gresko was also a member of 
t*he Russian delegation in Vien- 
rvi where Moscow was chosen 


as the site for the 1980 Olympic 
Games. 

The paper says Gresko was 
active in Russian espionage ser¬ 
vices until 1971 although sources 
could not say whether he is still 
involved in spying activities. 

Between 1967 and 1971, he was 
registered as a student at Lon¬ 
don University and later worked 


as a diplomat with the Russian 
embassy in London. 

In September, 1971. following 
statements by KGB defector 
Oleg Adolfovich Lyalin who spe¬ 
cialized in spying in key West¬ 
ern cities, Gresko along with 90 
other Russians were expelled 
from Britain. 




Chancellor Helmut Schmidt 
was expected to meet with his 
cabinet next week to map out 
economic measures against 
mounting “stagflation” — si¬ 
multaneous rei-ession and in¬ 
flation. 

The federal labor office said 
the 3.5-per-cent unemploy¬ 
ment rate was the highest 
since February, 1959, when 1.2 
million workers, 5.7 per cent 
of the labor force, were job¬ 
less. 

In Washington, the U.S. 
labor department reported 
Friday that the U.S. unem¬ 
ployment rate leaped to 6.5 
per cent in November, its 
highest level in 13 years. 

Peugeot, the French au¬ 
tomaker. took over manage¬ 
ment of the ailing Citroen 
company after the French 
government lent Citroen more 
than 8200 million to dear 
away past debts. At the same 
time the nationalized Renault 
motor company received a 
890-million government loan 
to buy Citroen’* Berliet truck 
subsidiary. 

The British government was 
reported ready to assume 
wide powers to conserve en¬ 
ergy, including new speed 
limits and restrictions on 
heating and lighting in indus¬ 
trial and public buildings. 

The government said the 
measures will be announced 
Monday. 

Prices on the London stock 
market tumbled, led by oil 
issues that took a bad beating 
amid a rash of speculation 
that major outfits were in 
trouble. 

In the Middle East. Saudi 
Arabia is reported to hav e 
reached basic agreement with 
four United States oil compa¬ 
nies to buy out all their 
shares in the Arabian Ameri¬ 
can Oil Co. and thus become 
sole owner of ARAMCO. the 
world’s largest oil-producing 
company. 

The Middle East Economic 
Survey fcaid the long-expected 
deal would have a tar- 
reaching effect on the interna¬ 
tional oil situation but it was 
not immediately known 
whether the change would 
have an impact on consumer 
prices. 

The Saudi deal with Stan¬ 
dard Oil of California. Tex¬ 
aco, Exxon and Mobil was ex¬ 
pected to bring the U.S. com¬ 
panies 81.5 billion for 75 pet 
cent of ARAMCO.

Ltd. that it 
may not be able to launch 
its proposed plant. 

“It’s a tragedy for Canadi¬ 
ans,” said John Poyen. pres¬ 
ident of the Canadian Petrole¬ 
um Association. He said the 
oil sands, with estimated re¬ 
coverable reserves of 250 bil¬ 
lion barrels of synthetic crude 
oil, is the major source for 
Canada's future oil supply. 

Arcan informed its partners 
and the federal and provincial 
governments Friday thdt it is 
withdrawing immediately its 
30-jier-cent interest in the Syn¬ 
crude Canada Ltd. consor¬ 
tium, which has been building 
a 125.000-barrel-a-day plant on 
the Athabasca oil sands, the 
largest Alberta oil sands de¬ 
posit. since September. 1973. 

A major reason for its with¬ 
draw al. Arcan said, is the ris¬ 
ing cost of the Syncrude 
plant, to more than 82 billion 
from the estimate of 81.2 bil¬ 
lion 11 months ago and $250 
million 10 years ago. 

Meanwhile, Home, one of 
three other groups proposing 
oil sands plants, said “there

Receiving money 
makes her sick 
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Guerrillas rake kibbutz 


ROSH HAMORA. Israel 
iAPI — Palestinian guerrillas 
rmded this kibbutz near the 
1 Lebanese border Friday and 
wounded two Israelis, but one 
of the terrorists was later 
shot and burned with a phos¬ 
phorous grenade, an Israeli 
officer said. 

Defence Minister Shimon 
Peres, who flew to the kib¬ 
butz, told reporters: “Leban¬ 
on will pay a further price if 
we continue to allow the ter¬ 
rorists to operate as they 
please.” 

In Beirut, the military mm 
of the Palestine Liberation 


Organization (PLO> claimed 
res|>onsibtlity for the attack, 
made 24 hours after PLO 
chief Yasser Arafat threat¬ 
ened to step up the war 
against the Jewish state. 

The guerrillas stole across 
the Lebanese border shortly 
before dawn and cut -through 
the security fence. 

“There was a burst of gun¬ 
-fire about 5 o’clock in the 
[ morning while it was still 
dark and the whole kibbutz 
woke up,” said volunteer 
worker Jay Goldstein of New 
York. "We locked the doors 


and kept the lights out until 
we were ordered to go into 
the bomb shelters.” 

Other residents said the 
guerrillas riddled a farm 
worker with sub-machine-gun 
bullets. The victim, shot in 
the throat, chest and stomach, 
was reported out of danger 
after surgery. 

The Israeli command said 
the gunmen fled after the vic¬ 
tim’s wife screamed and a 
neighbor began firing, but one 
lerrorist was found later in¬ 
side the kibbutz, hiding in an 
evacuated cottage. 


Israeli troops charged the 
cottage, but were driven back 
by gunfire. “But then one of¬ 
ficer kicked open the door and 
sprayed the room with bul¬ 
lets, wounding the Arab. Then 
he threw a phosphorus gre¬ 
nade into the room and incin¬ 
erated him. burned him to 
death." said an Israeli lieu¬ 
tenant. 

On Nov. 17. residents of the 
Israeli settlement of Beit 
Shcan burned the bodies of 
three Arab guerrillas who 
raided their village and killed 
four Israelis. 


The U.S. half of the Shell 
group has already withdrawn 
from the Shell project. But 
Shell Oil Co. of Houston said 
Shell Canada Ltd., its Canadi 
an subsidiary, would continue 
to study the viability of its 
proposed 100,000-barrel-a-day 
plant, whose price tag has in¬ 
creased to more than $2 bil¬ 
lion from 8850 million.

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Ghostly fare not all lip-smacking

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The bottle of 109-year-old 
whisky tasted like varnish. 
The 1863 bottle of Old Cabin 
bitters was still bitter. But the 
109-year-old brandy, alas, had 
lumod to vinegar. 

The unusual uncorking hap- 
Itcncd Friday in a sterile labo¬ 
ratory at the National Can- 
ners Association where scien¬ 
tists opened, tested — and 
even tasted food supplies 
that sank with a Missouri 
River steamboat in 1863. 

The sternwheeler Bertrand 


was on her way to the Mon¬ 
tana goldfields with 40 passen¬ 
gers and 40 crewmembers 
when she hit a snag 25 miles 
above Omaha and sank. The 
river shifted, and the Ber¬ 
trand’s hulk and cargo were 
unearthed from a cornfield in 
recent years. 

The tanners thought, it 
would l»c a good idea to let 
•he public know how the fo<*d 
held up, and how nutritious* it 
was. 

That idea got lost, however, 
as white-coatcd technicians 
Mirroundcd by reporters and 
television cameras opened 


wlial was supposed to be a 
109-pear-old can of peaches. 
What came out was a smelly, 
green-brown liquid obviously 
not in the peach family. 

"Those peaches have com¬ 
pletely decomposed,” one of¬ 
ficial pronounced. A tech¬ 
nician returned minutes later 
to announce they were really 
oysters — decomposed, hut 
oysters nonetheless. 

No one volunteered 1o taste 
them. 

But when the bottle of bit¬ 
ters was uncorcked and it* 
pungent aroma wafted 


through the crowd, beakers of 
the light yellow liquid were 
soon passing from lip to lip 
amid comments that might 
have accompanied a wine¬ 
tasting. 

The widely used 19th centu¬ 
ry home remedy — originally 
40 per cent alcohol — tasted 
spicy and potently alcoholic. 
No one drank enough to find 
out how potent. 

The brandy looked promis¬ 
ing, but the cork had disin¬ 
tegrated beneath a paratin 
wrap and vinegar-like syrup 
was all that remained. 

The bottle of “whisky rock- 


tail” drew mixed reviews — 
ranging from “woody” and 
“like an alcoholic beverage” 
to “better than Lavoris.” It 
tasted like varnish to this re¬ 
porter. 

Scientists, meanwhile, were 
pleased to find that some 
foods, such as a catsup, still 
had a high vitamin C content 
Others showed good percent 
ages of vitamin A. 

In all, tiie salvagers reco 
vered 4,000 bottles of liquor 
worth, according to one ex 
timate, $149,764.50 — for col 
lection, presumably, not for 
consumption.

Imperial OU Ltd., Canada-Ci- 
ties Service Ltd. and Gulf Oil 
Canada Ltd., with interests of 
30 per cent, 30 per cent and 10 
per cent respectively, remain 
in the Syncrude project, sche¬ 
duled to start production in 
197$. 

Arcan first served notice 
Wednesday that it was 
reassessing its participation 
in Syncrude. The other 
partners, khowing Arcan’s 
withdrawal was imminent, 
held an emergency meeting in 
New York Thursday and have 
scheduled a meeting with the 
Alberta cabinet Tuesday. 

In Ottawa the federal gov¬ 
ernment officially offered Fri¬ 
day to invest in Syncrude.

Oil companies have said the 
combination of the new feder¬ 
al tax policy and higher pro¬ 
vincial royalties imposed ear¬ 
lier m the year takes most of 
their profits, reducing funds 
available for export. 

Alberta's William Dickie re¬ 
peated at the closed sessions 
his province's concern that fu¬ 
ture security of supply is 
threatened by the tax policy. 

Both Dickie and Saskatche¬ 
wan's Elwood Cowley, repre¬ 
senting the two oil producing 
provinces, said there w’as no 
indication from Ottawa of a 
softening in its tax policy. 

The federal government has 
said it reduced the tax burden 
on the industry in its new bud¬ 
get brought down Nov. 18. If 
the provinces were concerned 
over health of the industry 
• they should lower royalties. 

Energy Minister Donald 
Macdonald said he thought 
provincial positions varied on 
the taxation matter, “but I 
didn’t take a head count.” 

However, other ministers 
said only Nova Scotia support¬ 
ed the federal position. 

Nova Scotia’s Leonard 
Pace said he felt the federal 
government has a right to 
tax the resource industries. 
He rejected claims by other 
provinces that the federal 
policy represents an intru¬ 
sion into provincial jurisdic¬ 
tion over resources. 

“We also don’t want one or 
two provinces exercising 
undue influence on the econ¬ 
omy,’’ Pace said in an inter¬ 
view. 

But he angrily re.iected 
suggestions by some officials 
that Nova Scotia might have 
been bought off by the federal 
govermfnt. 

“That’s poppycock. I’ve 
never fourd that the federal 
government negotiates that 
way." 

New 'Brunswick’s Edison 
Stars said he doubts if the 
resource tax issue will be re¬ 
solved when the finance 
minsters meet Monday and 
Tuesday.

BURNABY (CP) - A group 
of ]>arents is to mefct school 
trustees Tuesday to tell them 
that sex education begins — 
and ends — in the home. 

The concerned Concerned 
Parents Action League will 
follow the lead of about 200 
parents in nearby Richmond 
who visited a school board 
meeting last Monday to 
protest a proposed family life 
and sex education course in 
Richmond schools. 

“We’re fundamentally op¬ 
posed to sex education in 
schools,” said Wally Siemens, 
chairman of the group here. 

“That’s a subject that is 
up to the parents; we can’t 
leave it in the teachers’ hands 
because with a subject like 
that it would inevitably in¬ 
volve their own moral in¬ 
terpretations.” 

Two meetings have been 
held between parents anil 
school officials to discuss the 
topic and Siemens said in an 
interview Friday he and other 
parents have formed die 
group to organize dissent 
against the sex education pro¬ 
posals. 

Part of that dissent arose 
over the showing during the 
first meeting of a film which 
involved a discussion between 
a doctor and a pregnant 
woman and included drawings 
of male and female sex 
organs. 


“It's not^ any specific film 
we object to, it’s just that any 
teacher can teach the subject 
the way he wants,” said Sie¬ 
mens. 

He said the group fears that 


the subject could be taught to 
excess, adding that the exis¬ 
tence of such classes might 
allow, for exampjg, some 
teachers to bring in homosex¬ 
uals to lecture to the students. 


Local board chairman Betty 
Clark said Friday the pro¬ 
gram is being considered at 
this time only for Grade 11, 
and 12 studetns. 


Freight move Jan. 1 


OTTAWA (CP) - The rail 
freight rate freeze will be lift¬ 
ed effective Jan. 1, Transport 
Minister Jean Marchand con¬ 
firmed Friday. 

Replying in the Commons to 
Lome Nystrom (NDP-York- 
ton-Melville), the transport 
minister said the rate freeze 
affects only 22 per cent of rail 
freight business. 

Federal officials indicated 
some time ago that the freeze 
was to be removed but Fri¬ 
day’s announcement was the 
first confirmation by Mar¬ 
chand. The railways already 
have moved to raise these 
frozen rates 25 per cent by 
early January. 


The freeze was imposed 
about 18 months ago at the 
request of the transport min¬ 
ister while discussions were 
under Way with western pro¬ 
vincial governments about 
certain freight rate anoma¬ 
lies. 


The western premiers com¬ 
plained about the railways 
charging less for hauling cer¬ 
tain Hamilton, Ont., steel 
products to Vancouver than to 
Calgaiy.

on the death of the 6pousc. 

Mrs. Demeter, a 32-year-old 


former fashion model, was 
also insured for $300,000 by 
British Pacific Life Insurance 
Co. and for $450,000 by Oc¬ 
cidental Life Insurance Co. of 
California.

"So, in this 
case, the money would likely 
go into tnst for payment to 
Mrs. Demeter’s heirs."

• Smaller Mackenzie Val¬ 
ley communities supplying a 
labor force for the pipeline 
may experience a deterio¬ 
rating quality of life and per¬ 
haps a decline in status and 
population. 

• Probably some local 
price and cost inflation due to 
shortages and bottlenecks in 
accommodation, serviced 
fand, etc. This could raise 
particular problems for resi¬ 
dents of the Western Arctic, 
with low incomes. 

• An expanded regional 
market for goods and ser¬ 
vices. '*»*-• 

• Almot all native people 
participating in wage employ¬ 
ment and away from tradi¬ 
tional fishing, hunting and 
trapping. 

• The highest wages and 
salaries resulting from the 
pipeline project probably will 
accrue to highlv-slilled tran¬ 
sient workers and not to re¬ 
gional residents. 

• A short-run negative ef¬ 
fect on educational attain¬ 
ments because the peoject 
will attract young people to 
work rather than continue in 
school. 

• Bui in the long run, 
through demonstration of the 
value of education and train¬ 
ing. the pipeline could have a 
positive effect on younger na¬ 
tive people remaining in 
school. 

In its section dealing with 
the impact on population, the 
study group notes that the na¬ 
tive population growth de¬ 
pends on natural increase. 
While this growth has been 
high, "it has been dampened 
in its effect by factors such as 
abandonment of Official or 
special native status, and by 
migration from the terri¬ 
tories.” 

The growth of non-native 
po|Hilation took place mainly 
bv migration from the south.

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A second French state 


Q UEBEC’S PREMIER Robert Bourassa has 
identified his province as “the second French 
state in the world” and the government of France 
has given it what might be called de facto recog¬ 
nition. 

Word of this development reached this 
country at about the time Prime Minister Pierre 
Trudeau was telling a Winnipeg audience how, by 
the diversification of Canada’s foreign trade, he 
would “enhance and preserve the Canadian iden¬ 
tity.” 

He was probably unaware that in Paris Mr. 
Bourassa was doing his best to demolish it, with 
what appears to have been the eager collaboration 
of the host government. 

The fact that France and Quebec have signed 
an agreement for a “direct and privileged rela¬ 
tionship” in itself will offend many Canadians who 
believe in the national responsibility for arrange¬ 
ments of this sort. But Mr. Bourassa’s announce¬ 
ment that followed the signing will seriously impair 
a continuing Canadian empathy, and damage the 
concept of confederation, already strained. 

“It is quite evident”, he said, “that the French 
government is vqry interested in collaborating with 
the Quebec government to make application of Bill 
22 a success .. 

Bill 22 makes French the one official language 
of the province. And whether the French govern¬ 
ment approves of it or not is hardly relevant in 
Canada. 

What is significant Is the agreement that 
France and Mr. Bourassa’s “second French state” 
are to collaborate in areas of technology and labor 
(presumably in securing French immigrants), in¬ 
dustrial development, transport, exploitation of 
natural resources, and communications. 


It must occur to many people that in his preoc¬ 
cupation with the creation of a French state and 
his selection of France as a partner in its develop¬ 
ment, Mr. Bourassa is risking continued preferen¬ 
tial treatment by an indulgent government at Otta¬ 
wa. 

But others will not forget that Quebec’s partic¬ 
ipation in confederation makes it eligible for equali¬ 
zation payments approaching $2 billion a year, 
such plums as the federal program for the rehabili¬ 
tation of Hull at a cost of perhaps half a billion, 
and the creation of the Quebec city as a part of the 
national capital complex, the cost of making the 
public service bilingual well on its way to another 
half billion, the preference in promotion for French- 
speaking servicemen — the list is long and impres¬ 
sively expensive. % 

Prime Minister Trudeau said Thursday that “of 
all the lessons we have learned, the most important 
for the future is that co-operation between Ottawa 
and the West must take place on the basis of priori¬ 
ties mutually agreed upon - not on the basis of 
what some great minds in the East have decided is 
best for you.” 

Does this mean that the prime minister has fi¬ 
nally discovered the grave disaffection of the West 
with his government’s policies generally and with 
his preferential treatment of Quebec in particular? 

It is about time. And let there be no doubt 
about it: Western Canada is sick and tired of atti¬ 
tudes of government dictated by Quebec. 

Perhaps this new affront to federalism pre¬ 
sented. by Mr. Bourassa, by courtesy of the govern¬ 
ment of France, will force Ottawa and the Liberal 
Party to a new appraisal of the political predica¬ 
ment of this country and an appreciation of the 
real jeopardy of the union. 


No trade war? 


P RIME MINISTER Ti-udeau doesn’t expect a 
trade war to develop between Canada and the 
United States. If one did, he is reported as telling a 
press conference at the conclusion of his talks with 
President Ford in Washington, Canada would lose 
“hands down ” 

Now isn’t that just great? 

If those verbal bullets that have been fired 
from both sides of the border in recent times don’t 
mean a trade war already has started, they have 
nicked, if not seriously injured traders of the two 
countries. And if full-scale warfare isn’t just 
around the corner a lot of people are going to have 
the surprise of their lives. 

The prime minister isn’t taking as serious the 
reprisal threats over Canada’s gradual elimination 
of oil exports to the south. “I think this may have 
heen said as hyperbole,” was his reaction to the 
suggestion by some U.S. congressman that Canada 
mignt be made to pay more for the use of Ameri¬ 
can pipelines to get western oil to eastern Canada. 

Perhaps, but coming on top of that speech In 
Winnipeg a couple of months ago by the U.S. Am¬ 
bassador to Canada, William J. Porter, it shouldn’t 
be taken lightly. Mr. Porter was by no means his 
usual friendly self when he got on the subject of 
trade between the two courttries, and said, in so 


many words, that Canada was asking for trouble 
that was readily available. 

He was talking about the “discriminatory” ex¬ 
port tax Canada was levying on oil going to the 
U.S. and suggested there was gouging going on. He 
t hen referred to the movement of U.S. coal into in¬ 
dustrial centres of Ontario without export taxes or 
other restrictions, and said: 

“If our co-operation is to be subordinated to 
unnecessary nationalism and excessive commer¬ 
cialism . . . instead of stimulated by the Vision of 
what we can jointly create for the world and for 
our own people, then the future (for Canada-U.S. 
relations) is bleak indeed.” 

The ambassador complained also about Cana¬ 
da’s recent imposition of quota limits on imports of 
U.S. cattle and beef that he claimed would reduce 
American market opportunities by up to 65 per 
cent from last year’s trade level. And no $ooner 
had he said his piece than the word came from 
Washington that curtailment of'U.S. imports of 
Canadian beef and cattle was on the way. 

If this isn’t trade warring, it’s pretty serious 
skirmishing. Mr. lYudeau had better take another 
look at those hands that he mentioned — the 
“hands down.” 


Canadian Quotations 


Upstaged by Ben Wicks 


Recently I was lured into 
writing an article for a televi¬ 
sion guide about Ben Wicks, 
the syndicated mini cartoonist 
who also has a TV show. 
Wicks is a personal friend, 
loosely speaking, who always 
upstages me. (Or anyone else 
for that matter). 

I’ve written about this at 
various times, but nothing 
helps. In dealing with Wicks, 
I always feel like the Wily 
Coyote in the Roadmnner 
films, with Wicks ' beep-beep¬ 
ing” around me all the time 
It is unnerving and it’s not 
even Ben’s fault. It’s Hist na¬ 
ture. Like sharks pa ting help¬ 
less sea creatures. 


The only reason I'm recall¬ 
ing this now is that a friend 
presented me with a huge 
new book entitled Colombo’s 
Canadian Quotations which is 
published by Mel Hurtig. a 
founder and former president 
of the Committee for an In¬ 
dependent Canada which has 
sort of died in its tracks of 
late. 

I was told by my book-bear¬ 
ing friend that I had made the 
sacred pages and I immedi¬ 
ately felt a twinge of repen¬ 
tance for dismissing a book,of 
strictly Canadian quotations 
as narrow, chauvinistic and 
irrelevant. 

There my name was on 
page 644 with the comment 
“See Ben Wicks.” A sense oP 
foreboding took hold. There, 
on page 632, was Ben Wicks 
with the memorable quota¬ 
tion: “It’s a fact of North 
American culture that Henry 
Ford has probably done more 
to give individuals their start 
ir. life than any other single 
individual. He » more impor¬ 
tant than even Dr. Spock 
Cupid plays a poor second fid¬ 
dle — takes the back scat, 
you might say — to Henry 
Ford.”

Well, as quotes go, I don’t 
think that one is so hot. Only 
Wicks didn’t say it — or write 
it — I DID, in a delightful 
pocketthook we once collabo¬ 
rated on and which no one 
bought called Back Seat 
Driving And Other Things. 
(What bothers me moat is the 
thought that editor John Co¬ 
lombo may think that I did 
the crumby drawings in the 
book! You can’t win with 
Wicks.) 

Cynics may wonder how 
anyone could find 6.0(H) note¬ 
worthy quotations from Cana¬ 
dians. But many quotations 
are not BY Canadians but by 
famous people ABOUT Cana¬ 
da. For example, there is a 
W. C. Fields remark about 
drinking in a bar in Moose 
Jaw (at a time, incidentally, 
when they didn’t have bars in 
Moose Jaw, just beer par¬ 
lors). This tendency seems to 
reveal old-fashioned Canadi¬ 
an inferiority : when a quota¬ 
tion about a place like Moose 
Jaw is considered noteworthy. 


The Canadian winner of the 
quotation stakes is Mr. Tru¬ 
deau. Yet some of his more 
incisive quotes have been 
omitted, sadly. It reflects a 
bias that pervades die book. 
Of eight pages of Trudeau 
quotes, six date from when he 
was PM, while only two pages 
are given to 79 years of Die- 
fenbaker’s colorful and oft- 
inspired rhetoric. Trudeau’s 
“fuddle Huddle” and "man- 
gez de la merdr” are there, 
of course, but more Interest¬ 
ing. especially with a Lib¬ 
eral PM. would have heen 
to recall his remarks of 
1963 that he intended to 
support tne NDP; that 
Liberals were a “spdneiless 
herd,” a hunch of “idiots;" 
that Prime Minister Pear¬ 
son u'aa the “unfrocked 


priest of peace;” that power 
meant more to Liberals than 
principles; that Liberals had 
“the elegance of animals 
heading for the trough.” 

Also his homilies about 
Mao’s eyes having seen too 
much of the suffering of man¬ 
kind are a hit startling. Not to 
mention his statements about 
the Soviet Ukraine being 
ruled in much the same man¬ 
ner as a Canadian province 
t which province?) is go¬ 
verned; and the Soviet dis¬ 
senters are comparable to 
FLQ revolutionaries. Or the 
remarkable quote that only 
he, the PM “in the wheel- 
house” know-s the “island” to¬ 
wards which the Canadian 
ship of state is heading and 
certainly the “passengers" 
have no idea! 


Pity Mitchell Sharp is over¬ 
looked — his 1968 observa¬ 
tions that Canada wanted to 
raise the question of Biafra at 
the UN but didn’t because it 
wouldn't be supported, is a 
classic example of principle 
giving way to expediency. 

Poor oki Andrew Brewin 
doesn’t make it either, with 
his great quote that he be¬ 
lieved Hanoi had every inten¬ 
tion of co-operating with and 
honoring the Vietnam cease 
fire! 

Maybe these are too trivial 
and political — of passing 
fancy and not emblazoned on 
history. 

If so what on earth are a 
page and a half of Norman 
■Rethune’s quotes doing there 
despite his being declared 
an “official” hero by ihe Ca¬ 
nadian government as well as 
by Peking? Most of the Beth- 
une quotes are irrelevant to 
history: “1 welcome the 

risk!” (prior to undergoing 
experimental surgery) and 
'"Diis book belongs to Nor¬ 


man Bethune and His 
Friends” (!) and the extraor¬ 
dinary “Madrid is the centre 
of gravity.” 

Oh well. 

Maybe it’s being picayune. 
But surely Paul Hellyer in his 
long parliamentary career 
said something more signifi¬ 
cant than the one quote he re¬ 
ceives: “There will be a revo¬ 
lution even if I have to lead it 
myself?” Yet there is a full 
page of Walter Gordon's im¬ 
mortal quotes e g. “I think 
in straight lines.” (The hook 
is dedicated to Mr. Gordon, 
winch may be a coincidence). 

Mel Watkins, the Waffle 
king, gets almost a whole 
page for nonsense like “eco¬ 
nomic independence without 
socialism is a sham,” while a 
radical observer of political 
vagaries such as Libor Zink 
is an unquotable — although 
he introduced such phrases as 
“penthouse socialist!” and 
“Trudeaucracy" into the lan¬ 
guage. 

Maybe a sequel would be 
better if the editor collabo¬ 
rated with someone who 
thinks differently or has more 
dimension to his ideology?

Something most unusual

The Economic Council of 
Canada has decided to mea¬ 
sure “social indicators” as 
well as economic which 
means its members want tn 
measure our "feelings” as 
well as our bank accounts. 
Apart from that, their 11th 
annual review produced very 
little that was novel or ex¬ 
citing. 

Oh. they did reduce their 
standards for economic per¬ 
formance a bit and raised the 
doubt as to whether the lower 
standards reflected convic¬ 
tion or merely a tendency, 
like that of government, to 
react when .something ap¬ 
pears inevitable. It is one way 
of making their predictions 
“more right” or “less 
wrong.” 


They also recommended as 
their most startling proposal, 
letting the price of oil rise to 
the international level.

too difficult. To measure 
“self-realization’’ on the other 
hand, would provide full em¬ 
ployment opportunities for 
hordes of social workers from 
now till eternity. 

The council wisely suggests 
that we begin with a narrow 
band of a vast spectrum of 
]x>tential indicators. The in¬ 
itial lottery has yielded hous¬ 
ing. health and air-quality as 
the early winners. 


These three represent only 
a small sampling of die fac¬ 
tors that, added together, 
measure the “quality of life.” 

The council points out that 
different people have different 
economic and social priori¬ 
ties. For some it is a question 
of survival. Until the basic 
requirements of food, cloth¬ 
ing, shelter, telephone and 
television have been met, 
there is little time for any¬ 
thing else. For others who 
have these material things in 
abundance, the emphasis 
shifts. 

A poor person in a down¬ 
town area may be preoc¬ 
cupied with the requirement 
for a new roof or safe wiring 
as an urgent necessity. Those 
in the affluent middle class 
who have kept ahead of mort¬ 
gage payments and finance 
costs, may turn their atten¬ 
tion to the “finer" things of 
life like clean air, clean w’ater 
and cultural variety. The 
trade-offs and the problems 
involved in measuring them 
are infinite. 

Which is more valuable. SO 
cents an hour increase in pay 


or an extra hour at home with 
the family? 

Ls someone better off tn - 
have the money to up-grade 
their car so they can escape 
the city on weekends than 
they would be with an un¬ 
polluted beach at the end of 
the bus line? 

The answers, of course, 
must depend on individuals 
and their tastes and prefer¬ 
ences. That is the reason that 
collective action (govern¬ 
ment) is so complex and the 
measurement of its input-out¬ 
put (success) so difficult. 

But that is no reason for 
despair. There are indicators 
that stand up in terms of com¬ 
mon sense. 

If more impurities are re¬ 
moved from the air we 
breathe — that must be 
progress. If a beach that has 
been closed due to pollution is 
re-opened following installa¬ 
tion of a sewage treatment 
plant, there is cause for re¬ 
joicing. If the number of mug¬ 
gings declined, the streets and 
parks become safer places of 
quiet enjoyment. 


Meanwhile, we should not 
assume that creativity and 
productivity are mutually ex¬ 
clusive. They are not. A stag¬ 
nant economy provides little 
flexibility for the provision of 
new parks and playgrounds A 
productive dynamic economy 
allows the emphasis to shift 
toward pollution abatement, 
poverty abatement, housing 
and transportation. . 

Dynamic creativity in these 
areas contributes to a real 
quality of life, based on self- 
fulfillment and self-respect.

President losing confidence

Pari? at the beginning of 
December is a somber place. 
It has nothing to do with the 
dank weather. It has some¬ 
thing to do with a love .affair 
which has turned sour. 

Six months ago the French, 
by a margin of less than 1 per 
rent, elected as their pres¬ 
ident Valery Giscard d’Esta- 
Ing, a member of the iryiepen- 
dent Republican Party, not a 
Gaullist. He promised to bring 
a new style to the govern¬ 
ment, and was as good as his 
word. 


Instead of Gaullist pomp 
and cirumstance, the Pres¬ 
ident comes and goes to the 
presidential palace in his own 
modest car, driving himself. 
Sometimes he simply goes off 
on foot, omitting to tell any of 
his staff where he has gone. 
Rumors abound that he oc¬ 
casionally keeps late hours, 
mingling with a varied popu¬ 
lace. 

He has removed the drums 
and trumpets from the na¬ 
tional anthem, the Mar¬ 
seillaise. The official pho¬ 


tograph distributed to the 
thousands of city halls all 
over France shows him 
dressed simply in an every¬ 
day suit. 

The new^ style of informality 
brought a breath of fresh air 
into a country often stifled by 
traditional obeisances and bu¬ 
reaucracy. 


But. in the wake of a wave 
of strikes which has deprived 
most Frenchmen of regular 
mail deliveries for the last six 
weeks, which saw’ Paris’ gar¬ 
bage go uncollected for a 
week (this correspondent saw 
a rat the size of a rabbit by 
the American Embassy). as 
well as disruption in the 
transport services, and trade 
unions making increasingly 
militant noises, many French¬ 
men are asking themselves if 
the “new style” has any con¬ 
tent behind it. 


According to a poll in the 
morning newspaper, Le Fi¬ 
garo, 77 percent of French¬ 
men think that the economic 
and social situation will get 
worse, 6.1 per cent that it 
could lead 1o another upheav¬ 
al on the lines of May, 1968, 


and only 42 percent that the 
President can cope with the 
situation. 


With inflation running at 15 
percent a year and unem¬ 
ployment at the half-million 
mark, many French believe 
there is justifiable cause for 
gloom. 

It was in these brittle cir¬ 
cumstances that Giscard 
d’Estaing went on television 
last week to give a Roosevel- 
tian fireside chat. 


He is a consummate per¬ 
former and a consummate 
politician. He said nothing di¬ 
rectly about the strikes or 
about the social unrest. What 
he did say was that the gov¬ 
ernment’s austerity program 
(tight credit restriction! 
would continue, and that at 
the same time unemployment 
and inflation would be re¬ 
duced. 


How this deft financial man¬ 
oeuvring was to be achieved 
he did not fully explain, which 
has left many people rather 
more displeased with him 
than before. 

However, Giscard d’Estaing 
has got several things going 
for him. 


The postal strike was ini¬ 
tiated by a spontaenous wave 
of discontent in the sorting 
centers, long simmering be¬ 
cause of poor pay, few people 
and bad working conditions. It 
was not engineered by the 
Communist-led and largest 
trade union organization, the 
Confederation (renerale du 
Travail (CGT», which found 
itself caught on the wrong 
foot.

The general strike called by 
the CGT in collaboration with 
the Socialist unionists was 
less than general and a flop.

Fireplace use pays off 


Excellent 
fertilizer 
to boot

The oil delivery man 
scratched his head in disbe¬ 
lief. He even checked to be 
sure he had come to the right 
address. He hac just filled our 
tank, and the total cost in 
these price-inflated days 
came to only J17. Other 
homes in the area were tak¬ 
ing three and four times as 
much, he said. 

Our investment in an ef¬ 
ficient fire grate, then, is pay¬ 
ing off. More than that, it is 
yielding gardening dividends, 
too. You see, even as it radi¬ 
ates cheery warmth into our 
home it is manufacturing a 
much-needed by-product for 
the soil — wood ash. 

That’s right, that fluffy 
grey residue from the fire¬ 
place that generally ends up 
on the town dump is a fertiliz¬ 
er. If it were bagged and sold 
in the local garden outlet it 
would probably carry a 0-2-8 
NPK marking. In fact the ash 
from broad-leaf trees can con¬ 
tain as much as 10 per cent 
potash; conifer wood ash 
averages around 6 per cent. 
Both types contain about 2 , /i 
per cent phosphate. 

So, wood ash* is a valuable 
plant food. It is also a pretty 
effective insect repellent. No 
wonder gardeners who get to 
know it won’t do without it. 

An enterprising friend of 
mine sells firewood to Bos¬ 
ton’s red brick apartment 
dwellers during winter. Part 
of the deal is that he wiir 
clean out the fireplaces each 


(The postal strike ended 
Dec. 2 with the Paris sorters 
agreeing to go back to work 
although their pay demands 
have not been met.) 


In the political parties there

December. 

• The pressure of public 
opinion for a curb in inflation. 

• The ISO Gaullists in the 
National Assembly on whom 
he has lo rely for his presi¬ 
dential majority. 


The Gaullists are by no 
means happy with the way 
things are going and may try 
to use the President’s discom¬ 
fiture to revive the ideal of 
the primacy of Gaullism. 

But Giscard d’Estaing. It 
should be added, was elected 
in May for seven years. 


Soviet Union 
world’s top 
food culprit

If nothing else, the recent World Food Conference 
has underlined the fact that mankind is on the verge of 
a major, perhaps a catastrophic, food crisis. Most prob¬ 
ably, however, no one will say that to the degree that 
human error is at fault, the Soviet Union is a major 
culprit. 

Of course, the problem has a Janus face. Over¬ 
population is a critical factor, but so is the failure of 
nations to exploit their food-producing potential. The 
USSR is such a nation. 

At a time when the vast Soviet farmlands could be 
producing more than enough food for domestic needs, 
the USSR has been importing massive quantities of 
grain, thus contributing to the world decline in grain 
reserves to their lowest point in decades. 

Weather problems are a key factor, but beyond un¬ 
controllable natural causes, there have been faulty So¬ 
viet agricultural policies which have kept Soviet food 
production far below the land’s potential. 

One to one, Soviet and United States comparisons 
of yields per acre are unfair. Soviet and Canadian com¬ 
parisons are not unfair. Take wheat, for example, the 
major grain. Soviet yields per acre continue to lag 
more than 30 per cent behind those achieved in Canada. 
Thus, for the years 1970-72 the Canadians maintained 
an average wheat yield of 26.3 bushels per acre, while 
Soviet yields were only 17.7 bushels per acre. 

During the five-year period 1968-1972 average annu¬ 
al Soviet production of all grains was 173.6 million met¬ 
ric tons. Had the Russians met Canadian field stan¬ 
dards, their annual production would have been some 
231 million tons, enough for their own needs. The grain 
the USSR purchases from the U.S. and Canada would 
have been available for shipment abroad to the hungry 
in developing nations. 

A stifling ideology, bad politics and (especially in 
ihc past! poor economics are the combined causes of 
the Soviet agricultural plight. 

Under Leonid Brezshnev much lias been ac¬ 
complished on the economic front. Even though consid¬ 
erably more is needed (i.e., Soviet fields still receive 
only about half the levels of fertilizer applied to Ameri¬ 
can fields! there is good reason to believe that invest¬ 
ments will approach desirable levels in a few more 
years. 

Indeed, reversing the Stalinist policy of raping the 
countryside for capital to support industrial develop¬ 
ment, the current leadership is now pouring massive 
subsidies into agriculture, probably nearing 20 billion 
rubles annually.

Potash is essential for the 
development of sturdy plants, 
for the production of sugar 
and starches. Beets, sweet 
corn, and carrots particularly 
can benefit from wood ash- 
derived potash. Potatoes love 
potash too, but too heavy an 


application of wood ash could 
make the sod too sweet for 
these acid-loving plants. 

One regular wood-ash user 
tells me tomatoes become a 
rich red color and seem lo 
keep longer after harvest 
“when I’m liberal with the 
ashes.” Another contends his 
vegetables “are sweeter and 
more colorful” because of 
wood ash. 

On most garden soil, partic¬ 
ularly on more acid Eastern 
soils, spread five pounds of 


wood ash for every 100 square 
feet of garden. Your sweet 
corn will appreciate as much 
as seven and a half pounds. 

Had any trouble with cut¬ 
worms? Wood-ash users con¬ 
tend they vanish quickly once 
the wood ash is spread 
around. The cabbage worm, 
bean beetle, cucumber beetle, 
siiuash bug. and root maggot 
all apparently dislike the pre¬ 
sence of wood ashes so much 
that they disappear.

Growth nearing zero

A UN study says that the natural population growth rate 
of Canada and the United States appears to be approaching 
“close to zero.” 

The study was prepared by the UN Secretariat based on 
Its own estimates and projections. It was part of a lengthy 
report by tht UN economic and social council on the world 
social situation, dealing initially with North America. 

Recent demographic changes in both countries are a con¬ 
tinuation of the trends of the 1960s, the report says. 

In Canada, the birth rale declined to 15.9 per 1,000 in 1972 
from 17.6 in 1969. 

“Since the proportion of women of child-bearing age 
changed little during the period, this fall in the crude birth 
rate represents a real decrease in fertility,” says the report. 

Young wives in the U.S. anticipated having an average of 
only 2.3 children in a survey laken in 1973, down from 2.9 in a 
similar survey in 1967. The “replacement level” it an 
average of 2.2 children per wife, the report says. 

The report noted that infant mortality rates were lower In 
Canada than in the U.S. and life e.\|»eetancy higher for Cana¬ 
dians. 


Infant mortality rates declined to 17.1 per thousand in 
1972 from 19 per thousand in 1969 in Canada. Crude death 
rates did not change significantly. Life expectancy at birth 
averaged 72 years for males and females in Canada and 71.1 
in the U.S. 

The report also showed these other trends in the popula¬ 
tion of Canada: 

• The average size of households dropped to 3.6 persons 
from 4 0 between 1961 and 1971. This change was partly due 
to the decline in birth rates and partly to an increase in the 
number of single-person households, young adults or the el¬ 
derly living alone. 

• A significant effect of the recent decline in population 
growth has been a change in the distribution of population by 
age. Between 1966 and 1971, the proportion of the population 
15 to 24 years increased to 18.6 from 16.5 per cent and the 
number under five declined to 8.4 from 12.4 per cent. Those 
above 65 made up 8.1 per cent of the population in 1971 com¬ 
pared w ith 7.7 per cent in 1966. 

• The over-all distribution of population by ethnic group 
also changed. The most rapid growth was among persons of 
Greek. Portuguese and Chinese origins. Immigration also 
swelled the Italian ethnic, group which comprised 3.4 per cent 
«»f ihc 1971 population compared with 2.5 per rent in 1961.

Tenant letters open 


By JIM GIBSON 


Tenants eyeing empty 
suites may have to agree to 
pay more than the allow able 
rent increase before landlords 
w ill let them in the door. 

This is the latest tactic pro¬ 
moted by the Rental Housing 
Council of B.C. to strengthen 
it- current strike action. 

The council is trying to en¬ 
courage its members to with¬ 
hold vacant suites in a move 
to bring public pressure on 
the province to lift its rental 


freeze and establish a rent 
review commission. 

Richard Dolman, executive 
director of the 1,600-member , 
council, said Friday that the 
agreement signed by prospec¬ 
tive tenants takes the form of 
a letter to the attorney- 
general’s office asking for 
permission to allow the land¬ 
lord to charge more than the 
10.6 per cent allowable in¬ 
crease under the Landlord 
and Tenant Act. 

Dolman said, “if he wants a 
particular apartment that is 


coming vacant, he is invited 
by the apartment owner to fill 
out and sign the letter.’’ 

The form letters, which 
should he in the hands of Vic¬ 
toria landlords by next week, 
ask permission for the tenant 
“to pay an economical rate 
that is higher than the allow¬ 
able rate as the owner no 
longer wishes to rent it at that 
level.” 

The letter also has the ten¬ 
ant in need of the suite stat¬ 
ing, “I am willing and able to 
pay this rent.”

The Vancouver workers are 
looking for cost-of-living 
clauses in 1975 agreements 
now being negotiated.

Discount rate reduced 


WASHINGTON (AP> — The 
U.S. Federal Reserve Board, 
taking a major step at easing 
its previous restrictions on the 
money supply, announced Fri¬ 
day it has approved a de¬ 
crease in the rate of interest 
it charges banks for borrow¬ 
ings in two federal districts. 

The reserve lowered to 7.75 
per cent the discount rate for 
member banks in the New 
York and Philadelphia dis¬ 
tricts. The country-wide dis¬ 
count rate had been 8 per cent 
since April, when the Fed 
began clamping down on the 
money supply in an effort to 
stem inflation. 

Officials conceded recently 
that the U.S. economy ap¬ 
pears headed into what could 
be the longest and deepest 
recession since the Second 
World War, but they also pre¬ 
dict a slackening of inflation 
and an upturn in the economy 
by mid-1975. 

Continued tight money poli¬ 
cies by the Federal Reserve 
would have aggravated the 
recession. T^ie latest step is in 
line with gradual easing of 
the money supply through 
various steps, but it was the 
strongest move by the Fed so 
far. 

The Fed said the new dis¬ 
count rate will be effective 
Monday. 

The Fed’s latest action was 
“taken in view of the recent 
slackening in the demand for 
credit and in recognition of 
the lower level of market in¬ 
terest rates that has devel¬ 
oped since last summer,’ 7 the 
board said. 

The discount rate charged 
member banks is in many 
respects the floor on which 
the country’s economy is 
structured. 

A lowering of the discount 
rate makes it cheaper for 
banks to borrow money and in 
turn eases the pressure on in¬ 
terest rate^ which consumers 
and businessmen must pay to 
borrow’ money. 

The prime lending rate for 
commercial banks, the rate 
they charge their best cus¬ 
tomers, has dropped steadily 
to 10 per cent or lower from a 
record 12 per cent this sum¬ 
mer when the economy was 
stronger and inflation was 
seen by officials as more of 
threat than it is now.

LONDON (AP) — Britain’s Labor govern¬ 
ment Friday announced emergency mea¬ 
sures that will lead to a partial state take¬ 
over of the British Leyland Motor Corp., the 
largest motor behicle builder in Britain. 

Industry Secretary Tony Benn told the 
House of Commons that talks are under way 
between the government and British Leyland 
about the company’s needs for immediate 
working capital as well as long-term funds. 
He gave no indication how much money 
would be involved. 

Newspapers reported that anonymous 
company officials said $120 million is needed 
urgently. 

British Leyland manufactures the Austin, 


Morris, MG, Jaguar, Daimler, Rover, 
Triumph and Wolsely range of motorcars, 
London's famed double-decker buses and a 
wide range of trucks. 


PARIS (Reuter) — France’s two private¬ 
ly-owned car manufacturing firms, Peugeot 
and Citroen, Friday announced a merger that 
unites them administratively while leaving 
them free to compete for sales in France and 
abroad. 

The government on Tuesday granted $299 
million in low-interest loans to the French 
car industry for reorganization to face the 
current slump in automobile sales.

B.C. activity chopped 


CALGARY iCPl — Chevron 
Standard Ltd. said Friday it 
is reducing exploration for 
1975 by 50 per cent because of 
the current economic environ¬ 
ment and an uncertain invest¬ 
ment climate created by the 
federal-provincial disputes 
over resource control. 

A. B. Bristow, president of 
Chevron Standard, said in a 
statement the deleted portions 
of the development program 
would “be uneconomic under 
the present royalty rates and 
proposed federal tax struc¬ 
ture." 

Chevron Standard and two 
other Canadian companies an¬ 
nounced unspecified reduc¬ 
tions in exploration Nov. 28. 
At the time, Chevron Stan¬ 
dard said it did not know how 
much of the exploration pro¬ 
gram would be shelved. 

Bristow said the company 
has released five drilling rigs 
which were to have been in¬ 
volved in winter exploration 
and development in north-eas¬ 
tern British Columbia. Two of 
three seismic crews have also 
been released. 


TORONTO -r Shell Canada 
Ltd. stated Friday that it 
faces additional 1974 taxes of 
approximately $20 million or 
20 cents per share, if the Nov. 
18 federal budget proposals 
are enacted. The key’factor in 
the increased taxes is the non¬ 


deductibility of high royalties 
payable to the producing 
provinces. 

Company President, Wil¬ 
liam Daniel expressed again 
an urgent need for federal 
and provincial governments 
to resolve tlie current im¬ 
passe on resources taxation.

on investment sufficient to 
keep them active in the area. 

Some international oil com¬ 
panies have feared cash prob¬ 
lems if the Labor government 
adopted too-restrictive a poli¬ 
cy on the amount of oil they 
could extract. 

The government has al¬ 
ready stated that it intends to 
seek majority participation in 
commercially proven oil 
fields in the North Sea. 

Energy Secretary Eric Var- 
ley told Parliament that 
powers will be sought to con¬ 
trol refinery construction. 

He anticipated that two- 
thirds of North Sea oil will be 
refined in Britain, depending 
on production levels, but said 
planning has to remain flexi¬ 
ble to cope with changes in 
the market and world sup¬ 
plies. 

The minister said that, on 
existing fields and finds made 
lip to the end of 1975, the gov¬ 
ernment wall not require any 
production cuts or delay in 
developments. For oil finds 
after 1975, noreuts in produc¬ 
tion will be needed until 1982 
at the earliest or until four 


years after the start of pro¬ 
duction. 

Companies will also be en¬ 
titled to recover 150 per cent 
of their capital investments in 
any field before any produc¬ 
tion cuts will be wanted, he 
said.

VANCOUVER (CP) — Jim 
MaeFarlan, president of the 
B.C. Teachers' Federation, 
says an increase in provincial 
government funds for basic 
education programs will not 
allow class sizes to be re¬ 
duced. 

Earlier this week. Educa¬ 
tion Minister Eileen Dailly an¬ 
nounced school boards would 
get 18.2 per cent more for the 
basic education program to 
offset the effects of inflation. 

The increase totals $45 mil¬ 
lion in additional funds, but 
teacher salary settlements 
have averaged 16.5 per cent, 
leaving little surplus for new 
teachers. 

Mrs. Dailly said local school 
boards will be required to 
levy a school tax cm property 
of at least 25.7 mills, an in¬ 
crease of one mill. Where this 
does not amount to S19.985 a 
classroom (of 20 high school 
or 25 elementary school stu¬ 
dents) the provincial govern¬ 
ment will make up the dif¬ 
ference. 

Mrs. Dailly said that in Oc¬ 
tober, die student - teaclier 
ratio Was 19.82 to one, a re¬ 
duction of 1.74 during 1974. 
The government announced in 
the spring it would increase 
its aid over three years to 
allow the teacher-student 
ratio to drop to 17 to one from 
21.5 to one. 

MaeFarlan said the teach¬ 
ers' federation is concerned 
l>ecause the minister’s state¬ 
ment this week did not men¬ 
tion any additional funds still 
to come. The class size reduc¬ 
tion this year was made possi¬ 
ble through a special grant. 

Eileen Madson. president of 
the B.C. School Trustees’ As¬ 
sociation, said the minister’s 
announcement means there is 
still a "large gap” between 
provincial aid and increased 
school costs. 

MaeFarlan added, “As near 
as we can gather, the 18.2 per 
cent will take care only of the 
costs of goods and services 
and salary increases.

The basic education pro¬ 
gram does not include all 
school costs, which are es¬ 
timated to be about $615 mil¬ 
lion this year. 

Total direct provincial con¬ 
tributions thus year are es¬ 
timated at $265 million, in¬ 
cluding $35 million to help pay 


school bonds for new con¬ 
struction, $20 million for spe¬ 
cial education facilities and 
$15 million to reduce the 
teacher-student ratio. 

Another $80 million paid in 
homeowners’ grants is credit¬ 
ed as school tax assistance. 

This means fhe government 
l»ays about 54 per cent of 
school costs and the local tax- 
Ilayers 46 per cent. Without 
additional grants to those al¬ 
ready announced, those per¬ 
centages will remain roughly 
the same in 1975. not allowing 
for more class size reduction. 

Mrs. Madson said school 
districts are facing an in¬ 
creased cost of 27 per cent 
this year to cover inflation 
and reduce the classroom 
ratio. She said the govern¬ 
ment should change its basis 


of classroom grants, which 
now is calculated on 25 stu¬ 
dents per classroom. 

“Since school boards have 
achieved the government’s 
objective of a 20-to-one stu¬ 
dent-teacher ratio, it is only 
fair to provide financing to 
the school districts on this 
basis,” she said.

VANCOUVER <CP> Two 
armed robbers were sen¬ 
tenced Friday to lengthy pris¬ 
on terms, but still face a long 
list of charges resulting from 
an escape last week from 
Vancouver police head¬ 
quarters. 

Robert Hume, 23, of Chilli¬ 
wack, was jailed 14 years and 
Gordon Andrews* 21, of Vic¬ 
toria, was sentenced to 10 
vears when they appeared in 
Provincial Court before Judge 
John McCarthy under heavy 
security. 

They were shac kled at the 
ankles and handcuffed as they 
were taken from the court¬ 
room by five B.C. peniten¬ 
tiary guards. 

McCarthy said they were a 
danger to society and that thp 
public has to be protected. 

The judge said both had 
pleaded guilty to seven armed 
robbery charges last October 
and November that netted 
cash and jewelry worth more 
than $30,000. 

He said probation remits 
show that Hume was first 
judged to be a juvenile delin¬ 
quent at age 13. 

“You showed unmanageable 
and incorrigible behaviour as 
a juvenile and you haven’t 
changed since. You are not a 
fit member of society.” 

The judge said probation re¬ 
ports show that Andrews was 
an uncontrollable, aggressive 
person, subject to temper tan¬ 
trums, who had steadfastly 
rejected efforts al rehabili¬ 
tation. 

“You haven't got the 
slightest intention of becom¬ 
ing a useful citizen.’^ said the 
judge.

The British Lawn Tennis 
Association said it is negotiat¬ 
ing with a possible sixmsor to 
take over the hard cham¬ 
pionships at Bournemouth. 

That is one of the big tradi¬ 
tional events on the European 
calendar. It made history in 
1968 as the first oj>en tour¬ 
nament. Britain’s Mark Cox 
upset Pancho Gonzales and 
became the first amateur to 
l>eat a pro in open competi¬ 
tion. 

Wimbledon, however, has 
no such worries. It is watched 
by about 300,000 fans every 
year and makes so much 
money that offers of spon¬ 
sorship have been turned 
down.

NO ONE seems quite certain about the exact date of the 
first game played in Canada, but Canadian curling history 
stretches back almost 200 years. 

Frank Menke wrote *in his Encyclopedia of Sports that 
curling was introduced in Canada in 1807. but Douglas Fisher 
and S. F. Wise, co-authors of the comprehensive and obvious¬ 
ly well-researched Canada’s Sporting Heroes, put the date at 
least eight years earlier. 

Canada’s Sporting Heroes informs that curling in Canada 
“began informally among the Scottish merchants of Quebec 
(City) and Montreal before 1800.” However, the first or¬ 
ganized club in Canada, the Royal Montreal, came into exis¬ 
tence on Jan. 22, 1807. It was the result of a meeting, at 
Gillis* Coffee House and attended by 20 Scots, called to draw 
up rules of play. And it is interesting to note that wMle 
curling originated in Scotland somewhere between 1520 and 
1551, the Royal Montreal is only 12 years younger than the 
oldest curling club in existence — the * Dudingston Curling 
Society, organized in Edinburgh on Jan. 17, 1795. 

Curling in Canada may have grown slowly at first, but it 
spread steadily. Clubs were organized in Quebec City and 
Kingston in 1820. and Quebec and Montreal clubs began play¬ 
ing inter-city bonspiels in the 1830s. There were inter-city 
bonspiels in Upper Canada by 1840, but inter-provincial com¬ 
petition was delayed because Quebec and Montreal clubs 
used bell-shaped irons as rocks while Upper Canada curlers 
used local stone or hardwood blocks loaded with lead. It 
wasn’t until 1859, on Toronto Bay. that the first inter-provin¬ 
cial competition was held. And while Menke claims the first 
international competition took place in 1903 after curlers 
from Scotland had challenged U.S. curlers, Fisher and Wise 
state that Canadian and American curlers met in interna¬ 
tional play, 27 rinks to a side, in an 1865 bonspiel held on 
Lake Erie, near Black Rock. 

In 1840, James Bicket. secretary of the Toronto Curling 
Club authored what may have been the first Canadian 
booklet on curling. Called the Canadian Curler’s Manual, it 
contained a history of the game, its rules, a glossary of 
terms, and a short account of curling in Canada in addition to 
the constitution of the Toronto club. 

Bicket proved himself to be somewhat of a prophet when 
he speculated that curling would become a “favorite” in 
Canada, not only because the climate was suitable and got 
men out of “the enfeebling influence of confinement to our 
close and heated winter houses.” but also because it brought 
out those sterling moral qualities prized by every upright 
Scot. 

Well, curling did grow in Canada, and despite earlv-day 
hardships other than having to find suitable natural ice and 
play outdoors. When Quebec City and Montreal curlers got 
together in Trois Rivieres for an 1835 bonspiel, they could 
find neither haggis or good whiskey in the town and had to 
make do with turkey washed down with champagne. But 
they carried on. 

★ * ★ 

MONTREAL CURLERS have adopted the bonspiel-tyce 
playoff which has been so successful in these parts, and the 
change has been made in the expectation that it will result in 
better competition and. therefore, better representatives. 

Previously, with the exception of two or three of the more 
competitive clubs being allowed two rinks, clubs in the 
Greater Montreal area were restricted to one rink for the 
men’s playdown. Now, there’ll be no limit to the number of 
rinks permitted in Quebec’s District One Consols play. The 
competition is open to any rink of qualified curlers which 
puts up the $40 entry fee, anri there’ll be a modified double- 
knockout competition to decide the four rinks which will 
carry on to the 16-rink provincial final. 


DUNCAN CURLING CLUB will hold its cash bonspiel 
on Saturday and Sunday. Dec. 28 and 29. and there will be 
two 16-rink competitions - one for men and one for women. 

The entry fee in each case is $30, and there will be a good 
return for the money. Club-manager Fred Duncan is as yet 
unable to confirm the amount of prize money but he is hope¬ 
ful of getting a sponsor and being able to offer a first prize 
of $500 for the men’s event. And he thinks he has a chance 
of being able to do the same for the women’s event. There 
will be "A’’ and “B” events, each with first and second 
prizes, in both competitions with rinks dropping into “B” 
event after a first loss. There is still a vacancy or two. and 
a quick call to Duncan (748-9313) is advised for anyone in¬ 
terested in entering. 

* ★ * 

EXTRA END: Gerry Morgan advises that there are still 
a few openings for the annual Esquimau mixed bonspiel. The 
entry fee is $40. there are four events, it starts on Friday. 
Dec. 27 and ends on Monday. Dec. 30, and there is no day¬ 
time curling on the first and last days. Each rink needs a 
minimum of one woman curler, position not specified ... all 
four Victoria clubs are ready for their annual turkey shoots. 
All get started at 7 p.m. with Victoria and Esquimau set for 
Saturday, Dec. 14. the Racquet Club for Friday. Dec. 13, and 
Playland for Thursday. Dec. 19 . . . Duncan Curling Club has 
scheduled a second mixed bonspiel this season. It will be 
limited to 40 rinks and will call for the regular mixed-rink 
lineup of men as skips and seconds and women at third and 
lead. It’s planned as an annual affair, and the first one is 
scheduled April 3-6 ... the Duncan men’s bonspiel, Jan. 9-12, 
now has a waiting list of 13 rinks, and the Duncan women’s 
bonspiel, Jan. 30-Feb. 2, has also got an entry exceeding its 
limit . . . Montreal is making an all-out bid for the 1977 Brier. 
The 1975 Canadian championship is in Fredericton and Re¬ 
gina has nabbed next season’s finale . . . the Northern Alber¬ 
ta Curling Association fees for member clubs this season arc 
$63 a sheet for clubs in the Edmonton area, $20 a sheet for 
rural clubs with artificial ice and $8 a sheet for rural clubs 
still trying to get by with natural ice . . . by comparison, 
clubs affiliated w ith the Pacific Coast Curling Association 
now pay $80 a sheet — up from $50 following an increased 
levy by the Dominion Curling Association, which now re¬ 
quires 60 cents for each male curler registered instead of 25 
cents. In addition, Vancouver Island clubs pay $125 each to 
support the V I Curling Association . . .

The Bible continues to be 
the best-selling book pub¬ 
lished in Enghsh, according to 
Archdeacon G. H. Dowker, 
board member of the Victoria 
branch of the Canadian Bible 
Society. Dowker, who has car¬ 
ried on the wort; of the society 
in various capacities during 
his ministry in Canada, will 
tell of its work at the 11 a.m. 
Sunday service in St. 


George's Anglican Church, 
Cad boro Bay. 

Last year, he said, the soci¬ 
ety distributed in Canada 
almost 3.5 million bibles, tes¬ 
taments, scripture portions 
and scripture selections. This 
was an increase of 28 per cent 
over the previous year. 

He said the paperback edi¬ 
tion of the New Testament, 
jniblished by the society as 
Good News for Modem Man, 
has outsold every other paper¬ 
back ever published in En¬ 
glish and is now being trans¬ 
lated into other languages. 

The Old Testament is gra¬ 


dually being reproduced in 
paperback by the society. 
Last, year the scriptures ap¬ 
peared in a new language 
every two weeks. Complete 
Bibles have now been pub¬ 
lished in 225 languages and 
the New Testament in 614 lan¬ 
guages, and there is at least 
one book of the Bible in 1,526 
languages. 

The Canadian Bible Society 
is the fourth largest of the 56 
national societies which com¬ 
prise the United Bible Socie¬ 
ties. In more than 150 coun¬ 
tries. these societies work to¬ 
gether in the translation, pub¬ 


lication and distribution of the 
scriptures. 

In Canada last year scrip¬ 
tures were distributed in 80 
languages, of which 13 arc 


spoken by Indians and Eski¬ 
mos including Slavey, Ojib- 
way, Saulteaux, Cree, Chipe- 
wyan and Eastern Arctic or 
Baffin Land Eskimo.

Pilots complain: 


Last taped words 
can defame crew 


MIAMI (AP) — Airline 
pilots have voted to shut off 
the voice-recorders in their 
cockpits, claiming the public 
release of transcripts defames 
crew’s of ill-fated planes. 

”We don’t like to have some 
poor wife and kids reading in 
the newspaper what daddy 
said one minute before he 
bought the farm,” one Miami 
pilot said. 

Directors of the 32,000- 
member Air Line Pilots Asso¬ 
ciation voted unanimously in 
a meeting last week in 
Kansas City to switch off the 
devices, starting April 2, 
unless they receive written 
assurances that only ”a con¬ 
densation of pertinent data” 
will be presented at National 
! Transportation Safety Board 
| hearings. 

The association also wants 


the transcripts to be exam¬ 
ined only after crashes in 
which all crew members die 
or after hi-jacking incidents. 

Sjjokesmen say- pilots were 
angry over news reports of 
what was said int the cockpit 
of an Eastern Airlines DC-9 
which crashed Sept. 11 near 
the Charlotte, N.C., airport. 

Seconds before the crash 
Captain Jim Reeves told co¬ 
pilot James Daniels: “All we 
got to do is find the airport." 

A Miami pilot says such re¬ 
marks sound incriminating 
to laymen but “is just the 
kind of tension-breaker that 
professionals might use 
among themselves." 

Reeves died with 71 other 
victims erf the accident. Dan¬ 
iels survived and testified at 
an NTSB hearing at which the 
transcript was released to the 
media.

Unpaid miners now face ivelfare 
as Jordan goes into receivership 


C u * f n d i a 1 porkers for 
(Greater Victoria schools will 
vote Sunday on a proposal to 
withdraw service once again 
to night programs in schools. 

They will also select a date 
for a strike vote. Bob Cun¬ 
ningham, vice-president of 
Canadian Union of Public 
employees Local 382, said 
Friday. 

The local's contract with 
the school board expires Dec. 
31, and the two parties have 
not settled their dispute over 
workloads for janitors and 
custodians, according to Cun¬ 
ningham. 

Workers withdrew their ser¬ 
vices to night school and gym 
rentals in September because 
of delays in workload ratings. 

The two sides thought they 
had reached an agreement in 
October, “but the board's in¬ 
terpretation of that agreement 
doesn’t coincide with ours,” 
Cunningham said. 

“We feel the board is back¬ 
ing out again on an agree¬ 
ment with its employees,” he 
said. 


Meteor 
shower 
on way 


Vancouver Islanders won’t 
get a look at the partial 
eclipse of the sun next Friday 
morning but, if they’re up at 2 
a.m. the following day. they 
• ould see a display of mete¬ 
or*. 

The two occurrences have 
no connection with each other, 
said astronomer Frank 
Younger of the Dominion as- 
irophysical observatory on 
Little Saanich Mountain. 

The eclipse will end on the 
Island about 8 a.m., the time 
of sunrise, which means the 
chances of seeing it are prac¬ 
tically nil, Younger said. 

“There might be a small 
area that would look like a 
chip out of a plate," he said, 
“but this would only lasl a 
very short time. Mountains 
and houses will obscure the 
sun for a while after it rises 
and. if it’s cloudy, you won't 
see it anyway.” 

The eclipse will be visible in 
most of North America except 
the northwestern regions. No 
region on Earth will see a 
total eclipse but maximum 
coverage will occur at Pang- 
nirtung, Baffin Island. 

The meteor shower will be 
the result of Earth travelling 
through the orbital paths of a 
number of particles of matter 
which also travel around the 
sun. Younger said. 

The particles are called ge- 
rninids because they radiate 
from the constellation Ge¬ 
mini. 

They enter the Earth’s at¬ 
mosphere at 33 kilometres per 
second and, because of the 
friction, burn up as they 
enter. 

The shower should he quite 
dense, the astronomer said, 
and as many as 50 an hour 
may be visible, with the max¬ 
imum shower taking place at 
2 a.m. Dec. 14, diminishing 
through the morning hours of 
darkness. 

But here again, as Younger 
said, if it’s cloudy there won’t 
be any show.

Fowlds said there was no question of the 
miners not receiving their pay. but he added 
it was up to the receivers, Dunwoody and 
Co., of Vancouver, when the men would be 
paid. 

But Ken Levy, president of Local 1012, 


said men who have not been paid since Nov. 
23 have no other choice but welfare.. 

"They have no money to move if Un¬ 
wanted to, or to go and look for work, and a 
lot have already spent money on Christmas." 

Levy predicted most of his men will show 
up at the Langford welfare office at' 10 a.m. 
Monday. 

He said the men could not apply for unem¬ 
ployment benefits, because the company had 
not issued the required separation certifi¬ 
cates, and the men did not know the value of 
their last two weeks work along with their 
holiday pay.

Club members paid an an¬ 
nual fee for joining, and were 
sent a catalogue of music 
records to order.

Dr. John Wiens, director of 
instruction for Greater Vic¬ 
toria schools, shared Lum’s 
view. "I can see difficulties 
only if they pressure a lot of 
problem families into one 
area,” he said. 

But others argue that 
crowding itself can create ten¬ 
sion. and consequently family 
problems, regardless of in¬ 
come. 

Gerald Webb, su(>ervisor for 
the human resources depart¬ 
ment’s Burnside office, com¬ 
pared living in a high-density 
development to working in a 
crowded office. 


"The pressures have a defi¬ 
nite impact on family life," 
he said, and tensions mount 
when people feel they have no 
c,scaj>e from those pressures. 

"Any large development 
creates problems,” he 
claimed, recalling his experi¬ 
ence with townhouses in Gor¬ 
don Head, Burnside Gardens, 
Newton Gardens and Blan- 
shard Court. 

Ownership makes little dif¬ 
ference. he added. “Ow-njng a 
slice of a building is not the 
same as owning a house.” 

Webb was "surprised that 
the housing department did 
not consult his office on condi¬ 
tions in the Colquitz area and 
possible social effects of the 
Dunhill development. 


The Burnside area already 
is a focus of problems, h«? 
said, with the second largest 
concentration of people in 
Saanich, strained recreational 
facilities for youth, and rapid 
changes in ihc area’s charac¬ 
ter. 

Loss of privacy and security 
are major problems in any 
public hob^mg, R. A. Flower, 
family courts —probat, on of¬ 
ficer for Saanich west of 
Quadra, said. 

But housing can be designed 
to alleviate tliose problems, 
he added. *'“'* 

He cited a 1972 housing de¬ 
partment study of publir 
housing in Vancouver.

Victoria has the best housing conditions in 
Canada, according to the Economic Council 
of Canada, but it also has the third most ex¬ 
pensive housing in the country. 

Those statements come from an economic 
survey made by the council and reported in 
the Toronto Star. 

Housing conditions were measured by the 
a\ erage number of persons per room. 

Victoria was found to have the lowest oc¬ 
cupancy, with just one-half person a room on 
average. By comparison, Toronto had three- 
fifths of a person per room and Sudbury has 
more than three-quarters of a person per 
room. 

But Toronto also had the highest house 
prices in Canada, followed by Oshawa, Ont., 
and Victoria. The fourth highest area was 
Vancouver. 


Compared to the rest of the world. Canada 
fared well in the council’s housing survey. 

Canadian’s housing conditions arc only 
slightly more crowded than American or 
British, the world’s best according to the sur¬ 
vey. 

But there are still wide regional dif¬ 
ferences within Canada and 1.3 million house¬ 
holds — 21 per cent of the total — have con¬ 
ditions that are too crowded, the council said. 

One thing was evident about cities with 
quality housing — their residents are paying 
for it. 

The council had some surprising com¬ 
ments on air pollution in Canadian cities. 

According to its survey, the industrial city 
of Sudbury- has cleaner air than any other 
•majdr Canadian city, and that includes Vic¬ 
toria. 

Sudbury, with its International Nickel Co. 


of Canada and Falconbridge Nickel Cb. 
smelters belching pollution into the atmo¬ 
sphere. once was one of the most hazardous 
places in Canada in which to take a deep 
breath. 

But all that has changed. Clean-up mea¬ 
sures, including construction of a 1,250-foot 
smokestack to disperse pollutants, have 
given Sudbury the cleanest air of the cities 
surveyed, said the council, a federal govern¬ 
ment advisory body. 

It added that pollution levels in Sudbury 
have been reduced by more than 58 per cent 
in the past three years. 

Cornwall, Ont., rated .second best in the 
clean-air survey: Toronto was seventh and 
Montrtal last. Victoria was rated average, 
but still ahead of Vancouver where the pollu¬ 
tion level has risen “appreciably" in the past 
two years. 


vacy as a "critical factor” in 
multiple unit dwellings and 
found that people bring in 
public housing want private

The survey also found that 
l>eoplc who prefer townhouses 
are more concerned with tlie 
appearance of a develobmen' 
than its size, and want recrea¬ 
tion programs for children 
and community associations 
built into developments. 

Flower gave Blanshard 
Court as an example of the ef¬ 
fectiveness of community as¬ 
sociations. 

Blanshard Court was 
plagued with social problems 
when a “community develop¬ 
ment team” started work 
there in June 1973. The team 
included family court proba¬ 
tion officers, human resource^ 
social workers, police .juvenilr 
squad, outreach workers from 
the YMCA and Boys Club, 
and mental health workers. 
Their .job was to create « 
community spirit in Blan¬ 
shard Court. \ 

One result was a reduction 
in juvenile delinquency. In the 
first half of 1973, 34 youths 
from Blanshard Court were 
referred to probation officers. 
In the first half of 1974, the 
number dropped to 18. 

Besides the human benefit, 
the effort in Blanshard Court 
has saved Greater Victoria 
the cost of police time, proba¬ 
tion officer time, prosecutor 
and judge time, and perhaps 
even the cost of maintaining a 
future criminal prison. Flow¬ 
er said.

The orchestral section of the 
association eventually became 
the nucleus of the Victoria 
Symphony Orchestra and, in 
1952, the choral section 
changed its name to Victoria 
Choral Society. Its music 
director then was Graham 
Steed. 

The present director recent¬ 
ly wrote the 1932 festival ad¬ 
judicator to tell him of the 
formation of the choir and the 
celebration of its anniversary. 

Armstrong wrote back: "I 
remember so well the oc¬ 
casion in 1932 when I conduct¬ 
ed the massed choirs and was 
impressed by the quality of 
their work . . ,"

He also said countries with 
food reserves will “be very 
fortunate" to avoid global war 
with countries facing wide¬ 
spread famine. 

Food will outweigh all other 
issues, including energy, . as 
the main international prob¬ 
lem of the next decade, he 
said. 

Canaria must adopt an in¬ 
tegrated food policy which 
will protect producers and 
domestic consumers while 
meeting international food re¬ 
sponsibilities. 


However. Canada should 
not provide food aid to coun¬ 
tries unless the country is at¬ 
tempting to gain a self suf¬ 
ficiency in food production, he 
said. 

Unrestricted food aid to de¬ 
veloping countries during the 
19ti0s slowed development of 
agriculture in those countries. 

Meanwhile, he said farmers 
will face more government re¬ 
strictions on production and 
marketing in coming years as 
governments try to resolve 
food problems. 


Mills said production levels 
in Canada have become stag¬ 
nant and in tome sections of 
the country food production 
has declined. 

He also blamed recreation 
groups for trying to reduce 
the amount of land available 
for agriculture. 

‘‘Recreationists seem to he 
saying that fun is more im¬ 
portant than food. 

"These well-meaning, and I 
might add, well-fed groups 
are saying they don’t want 
cattle walking through their 
favorite fishing stream. They 


don’t know what It Is to he 
hungry. They can’t appreciate 
something they hava never 
experienced." 

There are also suggestions 
that Canadians give up meat 
one day a week to provide 
feed grain for human use, he 
said. 

But on the Indian subconti¬ 
nent there are ahout 260 mil¬ 
lion cattle that are not used 
for food. 

"If these cattle were 
slaughtered and eaten, or 
simply killed so they would no 


longer have to be fed, It would 
do far more for the famine in 
India and Bangladesh than 
Canadian giving up meat for 
one day a week."

Garden notes 


In bygone days, acquiring a 
houseplant was a rather hap¬ 
hazard business. Either you 
scrounged a slip from a friend 
neighbor and rooted it 
yourself, or you were present¬ 
ed with a full-grown florist’s 
plant on the occasion of a 
birthday or anniversary. 

In either case you didn’t 
have much choice — you took 
what you were given, and you 
don’t go round looking gift 
horses in the mouth.

In contrast, plants are so 
much easier to come by these 
days. 

Not only do the florists 

stock a fine selection of sea¬ 
sonable kinds, but potted 

plants are sold in department 
stores and even in the super¬ 
markets, ranging all the way 
from a baby cactus for 38 
cents up to a giant rubber 

plant at $10 or more. 

And to tempt that elusive 
buck out of your purse, these 
displays contain some unusual 
and exotic kinds — plants we 
never knew existed in the old 
days.

One of these which is enjoy¬ 
ing quite a vogue these days 
is a plant that goes through 
life with the jaw-breaking 
name of Aphelandra squar-

I had no idea that I had been quoted 
in the first paragraph of a recently 
published book until I received a letter 
the other day from a man who had read 
it. Jesse Brain wrote to tell me that he 
had diagnosed me as a Type A person, 
or polypbasic, from a column I had 
written about having the ability to do 
more than one thing at a time. 

“Type A individuals,’’ Brain said, 
“are believed to be prone to heart con¬ 
ditions because they are always fighting 
time, numbers of things to do, and, sub¬ 
consciously, other people. 

“All this time,” he said, “I thought 
you were the classic Type B person. 
The type who takes the time to watch 
butterflies chase birds, or an Airedale 
who won’t get out of the rain, or who 
savors a leisurely bike ride. But now I 
know you’re just like many of us cor¬ 
porate types; edgy, anxious and poly- 
phasic.”

It was interesting enough to find out I 
was polyphasic, but the paragraph that 
really set my pulse racing was the next 
one: 

“Speaking of coincidences, as you 
sometimes do, did you know that the 
very first paragraph of the first chapter 
of the bcwk. Type A Behavior and Your 
Heart, which describes polyphasic indi¬ 
viduals, reads as follows: 

"Some time ago, I quit worrying 
about what to do or not to do to keep 
from having a heart attack. I was so 
confused by all the conflicting theories 
that I began developing the symptoms.” 


rosa louisiae — I have never 
run across any accepted En¬ 
glish nickname for it, al¬ 
though I have heard folks 
christen it the Nerve Plant 
because of the prominent 
veins in the leaves. 

The Aphelandra —. pro¬ 
nounced . aff-el-ANN-dra — 
comes from the tropical 
forests of Brazil, and it is a 
most striking plant which 
never fails to attract attention 
and admiration. 


While it is a flowering 
plant, it is attractive even 
when not in bloom by virtue 
of its unusual leaves, leathery 
dark green with a high gloss 
and brigh yellow or white 
veins. 

The flower is a central 
spike in golden yellow or light 
orange, blooming in nature in 
autumn or early winter, real¬ 
ly an admirable Christmas 
gift plant. 

A happy Aphelandra holds 
out its leaves at just a slight 
downward angle from the 
stem, and it is important to 
note this, for the plant is 
quick to signal any distress 
by altering this angle. 

If anything is wrong, the 
leaves droop lower and lower 
until, under extreme condi¬ 


tions, they hang almost 
straight down. 

The distress could be due to 
too much or too little water, 
cold drafts, insufficient light, 
overdose of fertilizer or too 
small a pot, and if not cor¬ 
rected promptly, the leaves 
will fall off, starting with the 
low’er ones. 

This symptom — the loss of 
lower leaves — is nearly 
alwaps a sign of unhappiness 
at the roots, not only in the 
case of the Aphelandra but 
with ALL houseplants, even 
though they don’t signal their 
distress so promptly. 

Whenever it occurs, first 
thing to do is knock the plant 
out of its pot and have a look 
at the roots. 

it it it 

Check particularly the con¬ 
dition of the soil in the bottom 
of the pot for signs of under- 
or over-watering; it should be 
moist, but only just barely so, 
never bone dry nor soggy wet. 

Roots running around the 
inside of the pot forming a 
tight ball indicate the need for 
repotting into a larger con¬ 
tainer and fresh soil. 

Newly purchased plants 
should always be checked for 
this, as almost all plants are 
sold in pots too small for per¬ 
manent use, for soil is heavy

and many plants couldn’t be 
carried home in adequate con¬ 
tainers. 

The Aphelandra prefers a 
rather lumpy, w-oodsy soil 
with an inch or so of gravel or 
bits of broken flower pot in 
the bottom for more efficient 
drainage. 

it + it 

It should live in a window 
where is will receive plenty of 
daylight but little or no hot 
summer sunshine, and it 
thrives under ordinary room 
temperatures — around 70 de¬ 
grees — during its active 
growing season. 

After it finishes blooming, 
the plant should be rested by 
transfering it to a cool place 
— perhaps a basement win¬ 
dow — where the temeprature 
is fairly steady between 55 
anrNiO degrees. 

* ★ it 

During its resting period, 
the soil should be almost but 
not quite bone dry. giving 
only just barely enough water 
to maintain the normal leaf 
angle. 

Along about the middle of 
March the plant can be re¬ 
turned to its upstairs wdndow- 
sill and normal watering re¬ 
sumed, with a touch of house- 
plant fertilizer in its water 
every two weeks. 


So wrote columnist Jack Smith recent¬ 
ly.” 

Naturally, I was excited by this un¬ 
expected recognition. Then a bell rang. 

I remembered having received that 
book in the mail.

When,you read four 
or five books at a time, as I jlo, you 
don’t have time to read every single 
page. It hadn’t occurred to me, of 
course, to look up my own name in the 
index.

I looked through my bookshelves 
and there it was — Type A Behavior 
and Your Heart, by Meyer Friedman. 
MD. I snatched it down and turned 
eagerly to the first page. There they 
were — my name and my words — 
just as Brain had said. 

I don’t mind admitting it’s a thrill to 
find yourself quoted in a book, and 
especially in the first paragraph. I read 
it over again. It sounded quite good. 
The first lines of a book are very im¬ 
portant. Sometimes they are long re¬ 
membered. I tried to remember some 
of the great ones. 

“Hell,” said the duchess. 

That was a classic; oddly, though, I 
couldn’t remember the name of the 
book or the author. Yes, first lines 
could even outlast the works they had 
begun. 

Another classic, and one having 
more favor with English teachers. I 
imagined, was the first line of Dickens’ 
A Tale of Two Cities:

Someone at lunch the other day 
asked me if I had bought any tickets in 
a certain lottery. Knowing that I enjoy 
such mild forms of social gambling as 
poker and bridge, he was suprised when 
I told him I had no interest in a lot¬ 
tery.

Memorable was the first line of the 
all-time best-seller: 

“In the beginning God created the 
heaven and the earth.”

One test of a good first line is that it 
makes you want to go on reading. Dr. 
Friedman’s first lfhe certainly did that 
to me. I pushed on through the pages, 
looking for the definition of the Type A 
man. 

“Overwhelmingly,” it said on page 
70, “the most significant trait of the 
Tyjie A man is his habitual sense of 
time urgency, or ‘burry sickness.’ . . . 
The Type A man i- essantly strives to 
accomplish too much or to participate 
in too many events in the amount of 
time he allots for these purposes. 

“Even if by some miracle time could 
be stretched adequately just once for 
his activities, the Type A man still 
would not be satisfied. He would then 
seek to stretch time a second or third 
or fourth time . . .” 

I don’t know whether I’m moft 
pleased at being in the first paragraph, 
of Dr. Friedman’s book, or alarmed at 
being diagnosed as a Type A man. In 
any case, I’ve got to send the doctor a 
thank you note, if I can ever find a 
minute to do it in.

but that somewhere out there is a little 
blue-haired widow who has read my 
column for years and wants to express 
her long-term gratitude by willing her 
largesse to me rather than to her 
coarse and greedy relatives.

One must risk oneself — one’s labor, 
one’s patience, one’s talents, one’s per¬ 
sonal and professional commitment — 
to win anything that is permanent and 
worthwhile. 

This is what the compulsive gambler 
will not do, and does not recognize — 
and this is why he is an invariable 
loser. 

Lotteries may be a beacon of hope 
for people who otherwise despair; they 
are only a quagmire of disappointment 
to those who ho;>c.

Union official tells of pressures 


Independent contractors 
with new agreements with 
1, o c a 1 359. International 

Brothqrtwod of Boilermakers 
arc being squeezed out of 
work by the Construction 
Labor Relations Association, 
says one union official. 

Dwight Harris, local busi¬ 
ness agent, said several in¬ 
dependent contractors told 
him they had lost contracts 
w ith big firms in response to 
CLRA pressuring these com¬ 
panies, 

The boilermakers signed a 
contract in the summer with 
15 independent contractors 
that would give them wage 
parity with pipefitters by next 
summer. 

However, CLRA employers, 
who provide about 20 per cent 
of the boilermakers employ¬ 
ment, have refused to accept 
the contract that pays $831 
an hour on Jan. 1. 

CLRA employers continue 
to pay $7.27 an hour under the 


old contact that ended seven 
months ago. 

Boilermakers began picket¬ 
ing CLRA-member .jobs on 
Nov. 17, with pickets ^oing up 
here at the Mayfair Shopping 
Centre construction site Mon¬ 
day. 


About 30 men arc affected 
in Victoria and more than 430 
across the province. The rest 
of the union's 850 members 
hold in-shop positarns. 

The 16-man Mayfair picket 
line succeeded in closing the 
construction site as other 


union workers moved to other 
iob sites. 

Harris predicted that pick¬ 
ets would appear at three 
other job sites next week. 

“Until the CLRA comes to 
terms with us, and signs the 
standard boiler agreement in 


B.C., we’re going to keep 
escalating the strikes,” he 
said. 

About 20 construction sites 
are closed across the province 
by the picketing, allowed 
under the B.C. Labor Code. 

Only a few of the Victoria 


men have found work with the 
independent contractors, but 
if pressure continues to deny 
the independents work, Harris 
said the men will have no 
employment. 

However, he said the union 
will survive through its strike 
fund and employment through 
brother unions.

The B.C. Forest Service 
predicts a cut this season of 
more than one million trees, 
compared with about 988.000 
in 1973 and 540,000 the pre¬ 
vious year. 

The $l-million industry 
peaked in 1962 when two mil-

The decline in the B.C. in¬ 
dustry’ in the last decade also 
has been blamed partly on the 
l»opularity of artificial trees. 

But Gil McCully. spokes¬ 
man for .one of the major 
Christmas tree cutters and 
wholesalers in North Ameri¬ 
ca. said while there is no defi¬ 
nite swing bar k to cut trees, 
the industry is more than 
holding its own. 

McCully said there is a 


growing demand for cultured 
trees, which are thicker and 
better shaped than wild trees. 

He said that despite a price 
increase of about 10 per cent 
from last year, he expects to 
wholesale some 50,000 trees in 
the area this Season. 

Douglas firs, the most com¬ 
mon Christmas trees, usually 
go wholesale from 95 cents to 
$5 for a four-foot tree and the 
retailer usually doubles the 
w holesale price, he said. 

He said his company like 
most others cuts trees on 
crown land, mainly In the In¬ 
terior, under leasing and 
harvesting permits from the 
forest service. It also buys cut 


trees from ranters and other 
private landowners. 

The provincial government 
collects stumpage of about 10 
cents on each tree and re- 
quiries lesses to carry out 
year-round pruning, thinning 
and fertilizing and other im¬ 
provements as part of the 
lease conditions 
There were 264 crown land 
permits in operation in 1973. 

McCully said cut trees are 
sorted, graded and bundled, 
then shipped to market by 
truck and train to the U.S., 
Mexico and Central America. 

According to the forest ser¬ 
vice, the best Christmas trees 
generally are produced under

tions. These conditions 
the tree down to about six 
inches a year in growth and 
produce the tyj>e of tree most 
buyers want.

“While our statistics are not 
complete, it seems that nearly 
25 per cent of our case files 
are applications for orders of 
possessions from landlords 
wishing to have overholding 
tenants vacate,” he said.

landlords to appeal.”

This Marine Corps communi¬ 
ty south of Washington boasts 
the No. 1 school for crime in 
the U-S. 

Its students practise fight¬ 
ing, and smash holes in the 
walls of mock living rooms 
and offices. They cheat when 
they play craps or cards, and 
driver training consists of 
hairpin turns at breakneck 
speeds. 

U.S. taxpayers encourage 
this sort of training by paying 
all the fees — J9.2 million a 
year. 

But the aim is to learn how 
to fight crime, not commit it. 
TTie students are FBI rookies 
and police officers selected 
from their own communities 
who learn advanced investi¬ 
gating techniques. 

A room full of mockup cars 
equipped with steering 
wheels, brakes, gas f>edals 
and speedometers gave a 
group of five visiting rejiort- 
ers their deepest sense of the 
training given a rookie FBI 
agent. 

The reporters wrestled with 
the controls as a wide-screen 
movie of a harrowing chase.

The federal gov¬ 
ernment pays all costs, in¬ 
cluding transportation. 

The 19 classrooms, resem¬ 
bling tiny amphitheatres, are 
equipped with bucket seats 
wired to a huge console that 
lights up with students’ an¬ 
swers when the professor 
(tops a question. 

By manipulating some of 
the five switches, seven dials 
and *25 push buttons on his 
console, the teacher can light 
up a huge viewing screen with 
video tapes of past seminars, 
plug in a lecture in another 
class or tune in a network 
program. 

There are stacks of books 
among the 80,000 items in the 
library, called the Learning 
Resource Centre, but sludents 
may also check out cassettes 
for easy listening in their 
dorm rooms. 

Every* student has a plastic 
identification tag wfiich is 
also a permanent punch card 
recording his library check¬ 
outs, meals, and attendance 


at lectures or movies in the 
l,U00-seat auditorium. 

The fighting occurs in a 
television studio. Crime 
scenes are staged where stu¬ 
dents posing as lawbreakers 
and lawmen confront each 
hther in a living room, bed¬ 


room or office. Off to one side 
is a mockup for.bank holdups. 

Assistant FBI director Joe 
Jamieson, in charge of all 
FBI training, said few of the 
police volunteers flunk the 
course. Their careers depend 
on passing.

OTTAWA (CP) Gover¬ 
nor-General Jules Leger re¬ 
turned to active duty Friday 
by investing 59 Canadians in 
Ihe Order of Canada. 

Loger, who suffered a 
stroke June 8, stood during a 
40-minute ceremony at Gov¬ 
ernment House under bright 
television lights looking a 
little thinner but fit. 

The governor-general, his 
left arm held in a black sling, 
the only indication of the 
stroke, spoke briefly with 
each recipient. 

Health Minister Marc La- 
londe. in a brief address, wel¬ 
comed the governor-general 
back and said that the Order 
of Canada, now seven years 
old, has not become a thing 
taken for granted by Canadi¬ 
ans. 

He told the recipients, rang¬ 
ing from a former CNR pres¬ 
ident to William (Whipper 
Billy) Watson a retired pro¬ 
fessional wrestler, that the 
order is designed to say con¬ 
gratulations to the recipitents. 

Four men were made com¬ 
panions of the orrder, the 
highest rank, 20 were made 
officers and 35 became 
members. The Order of Cana¬ 
da is the highest honor for 
which Canadians are eligible. 
Awards are made twice year¬ 
ly for “outstanding achieve¬ 
ment and merit in every 
major field of endeavor.’' 

Names of Friday's recipi¬ 
ents were announced last 
June. 

Made companions of the 
order were Gerald Fauteux, 
74, former chief justice of 
Canada: Cardinal G. B. Fla- 
hiff, 69, Roman Catholic arch¬ 
bishop of Winnipeg: Norman 


MacMillan, 65, former chair¬ 
man and president of Canadi¬ 
an National Railways, and Jo¬ 
seph Sedgwick, 76, prominent 
Toronto lawyer and a 
member of a royal commis¬ 
sion that reviewed the Crimi¬ 
nal Code in 1952-54. 

Among the 20 officers 
invested were William Dodge. 
63, retired secretary-treasurer 
of the Canadian Labor 
Congress; Margaret Meagher, 
63, of Halifax, former ambas¬ 
sador in. the Middle East, 
F.urope and Africa, and 
Thomas Manning, 63, of Mcr- 
rickville, Ont., Arctic biologist 
and geographer.

Escape trio 
choose jury 


NANAIMO Three men 
have elected trial by judge 
and jury on charges arising 
from an escape and a series 
of following events here last 
week. 

The three. Richard Dale 
Beeman, 24, Robert Moyse, 19 
and Claire Wilson. 19. are ac¬ 
cused of escaping custody of 
Iwo sheriff’s officers Nov. 26 
and with the attempted 
murder of one of them, caus¬ 
ing bodily harm to the other, 
attempted murder of a citizen 
of the Cassidy district, Ben 
Dixon, 67. and the forcible sei¬ 
zure of his wife, Frances. 60. 
They are also chained with 
attempting to murder RCMP 
Constable Paul Cloutier of 
Duncan and with escaping 
custody. 

The charges arose as the 
three men were being excorl- 
ed back to Vancouver where 
they are serving prison terms 
after being brought to Nanai¬ 
mo to testify in a drug trial. 

Sheriff’s deputies Gib Perry 
and Gerald Ockey were at¬ 
tacked. The Dixons were also 
attacked and tied up in their 
rural home, eight miles south 
of here. 

An eight hour search for the 
three men ended laie last 


Thursday night when their 
car was rammed by • polira 
vehicle at a roadblock on 
Hammond Bay Road. 

All three elected trial by 
judge and jury on pit charges 
of forcible seizure, escaping 
custody and causing bodily 
harm with intent to wound. 

Crown prosecutor R. M. 
Hutchinson said all six 
charges will be heard In B.C. 
Supreme Q>urt if the three 
are committed for trial at a 
preliminary hearing which 
has been set for Jan. 21. 

Tight security has been in 
force in the handling of the 
men since the events of a 
week ago. 

RCMP officers, armed with 
shotguns and rifles, escorted 
them to an aircraft last week 
which took them back to the 
B.C. Penitentiary and the 
same security was in force 
when they arrived here 
Thursday for their court ap¬ 
pearance. They were hand¬ 
cuffed and wore leg irons. 

The men were also hand¬ 
cuffed before being led into 
court Friday morning. 

They will be returned lo Ihr 
mainland to await' prelimin¬ 
ary hearing.

Armed robbery^ charge 


‘Leading poet’ 
has bail halved 


Bail was cut in half Friday 
In Victoria Provincial Court 
Ar a 42-year-old Victoria man 
described by a leading Cana¬ 
dian filmmaker as “one of 
Canada’s greatest living 
poets.” 

But the praise for Frank 
Guiney, 304 Oswego, in a let¬ 
ter from National Film Board 
director Steven Regina-Thon, 
was not the reason Judge Wil¬ 
liam Ostler reduced Guiney’s 
bail to $7,500 from $15,000. 

The compelling factor for 
the judge was that a Victoria 
County Court judge had cut 
bail in half earlier this week 
for a man charged with Guin¬ 
ey, Leo Arnold Baker, 24. of 
S85 Craigflower, whose bail 
was reduced to $5,000 from 
$10,000 in the higher court. 


Baker and Guiney face a 
three-count armed robbery 
charge following a holdup late 
Sept. 5 at the Criterion Club, 
562 Yates. 

They chose trial in a higher 
court and their preliminary 
hearing was set for Jan. 2 and 
3. Bail was fixed at $15,000 for 
Guiney and $10,000 for Baker 
but neither has been able to , 
raise it, so they have re¬ 
mained in custody. 

Brian McAsey, lawyer for 
Guiney, told Ostler Friday 
that Guiney had a criminal 
record and became addicted 
to heroin about 20 years ago. 
But he also presented several 
letters w f hich showed Guiney 
had some credits, too. 

One, from an associate law 


professor at Dalhousie Uni¬ 
versity in Halifax, said Guin¬ 
ey had become a paralegal 
assistant since his last release 
from prison, working with a 
lawyer to help inmates of fed¬ 
eral prisons in the Maritimes. 

Among the other letters was 
one from Regina-Thon, which 
McAsey quoted as saying that 
‘in my professional opinion, 
Frank Guiney is one of Cana¬ 
da’s greatest living poets.” 

McAsey also said Guiney 
probably would not be able to 
raise more than $2,000 bail, 
but halving the former 
amount was the best the 
judge could do. Baker and 
Guiney were given a routine 
one-week remand before the 
January hearing. 


PROVINCIAL COURT 


Three years in prison was 
the sentence ordered Friday 
in Victoria Provincial Court 
by Judge William Ostler for a 
26-yearold Victoria area man 
who pleaded guilty to a $5,300 
break-in and theft. 

Rene Arthur Maisonneuve, 
120 Gorge East, admitted tak¬ 
ing silverware, radios, small 
appliances, syringes, needles 
and stereo and photographic 
equipment a week ago from a 
home at 1395 Manor. 

Prosecutor Gordon Mac¬ 
donald said Maisonneuve told 
police he chose that address 
after “driving around and 
looking for a house without 
lights' on.” 

Macdonald also said Mai¬ 
sonneuve had a record of 
three drug offence? and 12 

other crime* since 1968 and 
had served several jail terms.

Australia iceather weird 

Dead heart area 
alive with floods 


SYDNEY (Reuter) — The 
weirdest weather conditions 
this century have battered, 
gouged and soaked Australia, 
the driest of the world’s conti¬ 
nents, this year. 

The Australian weather 
bureau said in its annual re¬ 
port that record rains fell on 
normally arid parts of the 
continent causing widespread 
flooding, with devastating ef¬ 
fects in some places. 

It described weather condi¬ 
tions as “the most extraordi¬ 
nary this century.” 

The floods caused millions 
of dollars of damage to crops, 
homes, roads and farmland. 
People and animals died as 
the flood waters spread 
through New South Wales, 
Australia’s most populous 
state, Victoria and Queens¬ 
land. 

As the flooding rains fell, 
the biggest seas in living 
memory battered the eastern 
seaboard taking their toll of 
beaches, luxury beachside 
homes and roads. 

Inland, flood waters swept 
aside anything that stood in 


the way as they surged across 
the country. Cars were car¬ 
ried away and crops and 
houses flattened. 

The weather bureau said 
the conditions were produced 
by a tropical low pressure 
area persisting over much of 
Central' Australia’s “dead 
heart” — the arid outback 

A spokesman for the Sydney 
weather bureau said floods 
which caused havoc in the 
upper reaches of Australia’s 
largest river system — The 
Murray — are still on their 
way downriver before flowing 
into the sea in south Austra¬ 
lia. But as summer starts, 
there is little sign of the 
floods in the devastated 
areas. 

Searing temperatures have 
dried out the inundated areas, 
leaving only parched vegeta¬ 
tion and dry creek beds. 

The -raging torrents that 
I>oured through the southwes¬ 
tern comer of Queensland in 
an area larger than France 
have again become a series of 
waterholes which will remain 
until heavy rain makes the 
river flow again.

VANCOUVER iCP* The 
mother of a 20-year-old Van¬ 
couver man fatally shot in a 
local department store Mon¬ 
day has expressed her feel¬ 
ings about the personal trag¬ 
edy in a letter to Vancouver 
Sun columnist Jack Wasser- 
man. 

A 13-year-old Vancouver 
boy has been charged with 
committing a delinquency by 
murdering her son, Edward 
Burtinsbaw. The charges, 
were laid under the federal 
Juvenile Delinquents Act. 

In her letter, Mrs. Bur- 
tinshaw said nothing could 
change the despair and social 
desperation which led to the 
child’s senseless act. 

“Not one of us can change 
the 'fact that, yesterday. 
Woodward’s department store 
sold rifles across the counter, 
or that our government allows 
the sale of lethal weapons to 
the general public,” she said 
in the letter.

The paper says Gresko was 
active in Russian espionage ser¬ 
vices until 1971 although sources 
could, not say whether he is still 
involved in spying activities. 

Between 1967 and 1971, he was 
registered as a student at Lon¬ 
don University and later worked

as a diplomat with the Russian 
embassy in London. 

In September, 1971, following

CALGARY (CP* Devel¬ 
opment of the Alberta oil 
sands, Canada’s largest single 
reservoir of petroleum, was 
jeopardized Friday by the 
withdrawal of AUantic-Rich- 
field Canada Ltd. (Arcan) 
from one oil sands project 
and the announcement by 
Home Oil Co. Ltd. that it 
may not be able to launch 
its proposed plant. 

"It’s a tragedy for Canadi¬ 
ans." said John Poyen. pres¬ 
ident of the Canadian Petrole¬ 
um Association. He said the 
.oil sands, with estimated re¬ 
coverable reserves of 250 bil¬ 
lion barrels of synthetic crude 
oil, is the major source for 
Canada s future oil supply. 

Arcan informed its partners 
and the federal and provincial 
governments Friday that it is 
withdrawing immediately its 
30-per-cent interest in the Syn¬ 
crude Canada Ltd. consor¬ 
tium. which has been building 
a 125,000-barrel-a-day plant on 
the Athabasca oil sands, the 
largest Alberta oil sands de¬ 
posit, since September. 1973. 

A major reason for its with¬ 
drawal. Arcan said, is the ris¬ 
ing cost of the Syncrude 
plant, to more than $2 billion 
from the estimate of $1.2 bil¬ 
lion 14 months ago and $250 
million 10 years ago. 

Meanwhile, Home, one of 
three other groups proposing 
oil sands plants, said “there 
is serious doubt” that its pro* 
posed 103.000-barrel-a-day 
plant could be launched be¬ 
cause the company is unable

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Guerrillas rake kibbutz 


ROSH HANIORA, Israel 
(AP) — Palestinian guerrillas 
raided this kibbutz near the 
• Lebanese border Friday and 
wounded two Israelis, but one 
of the terrorists was later 
shot and burned with a phos¬ 
phorous grenade, an Israeli 
officer said. 

Defence Minister Shimon 
Peres, who flew to the kib¬ 
butz, told reporters: “Leban¬ 
on will pay a further price if 
we continue to,allow the ter¬ 
rorists to operate as they 
please.” 

In Beirut, the military arm 
of the Palestine Liberation 


Organization (PLO* claimed 
responsibility for the attack, 
made 24 hours after PLO 
chief Yasser Arafat threat¬ 
ened to step up the war 
against the Jewish state. 

The guerrillas stole across 
the Lebanese border shortly 
before dawn and cut through 
the security feqce. 

“There was a burst of gun¬ 
fire about 5 o’clock in the 
morning while it was still 
dark and the whole kibbutz 
woke up,” said volunteer 
worker Jay Goldstein of New 
York. “We locked the doors 


and kept the lights out until 
we w r ere ordered to go into 
the bomb shelters.” 

Other residents said the 
guerrillas riddled a farm 
worker with sub-machine-gun 
bullets. The victim, shot in 
the throat, chest and stomach, 
was reported out of danger 
after surgery. 

The Israeli command said 
the gunmen fled after the vic¬ 
tim’s wife screamed and a 
neighbor began firing, but one 
terrorist was found later in¬ 
side the kibbutz, hiding in an 
evacuated cottage. 


Israeli troops charged the 
cottage, but were driven back 
by gunfire. “But then one of¬ 
ficer kicked open the door and 
sprayed the room with bul¬ 
lets. wounding the Arab. Then 
he threw a phosphorus gre¬ 
nade into the room and incin¬ 
erated him. burned him to 
death,” said an Israeli lieu¬ 
tenant. 

On Nov. 17. residents of the 
Israeli settlement of- Beit 
Shean burned the bodies of 
three Arab guerrillas who 
raided their village and killed 
four Israelis.

Whisky like varnish, peaches were oysters 
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Ghostly fare not all lip-smacking

W’ASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The bottle of 109-year-old 
whiskey tasted like varnish. 
The 1863 ; bottle of Old Cabin 
bitters was still bitter. But the 
109-yearrold brandy, alas, had 
turned to vinegar. 

The unusual uncorking h§p- 
licned Friday in a sterile labo¬ 
ratory at the National Can- 
ners Association where scien-i 
tists opened, tested — and 
even tasted food supplies 
that sank with a Missouri 
River steamboat in 1863. 

The sternwheelcr Bertrand 


was on her way to the Mon¬ 
tana goldfields with 40 passen¬ 
gers and 40 crewmembers 
when she hit a snag 25 miles 
above Omaha and sank.*The 
river shifted, and the Ber¬ 
trand’s hulk and cargo w-ere 
unearthed from a cornfield in 
recent years. 

The tanners thought it 
would be a good idea to let 
the public know how the food 
held up, and how nutritious it 

was. 

That idea got lost, however, 
as white-coated technicians 
surrounded by reporters and 
television cameras opened 


what was supposed to be a 
109-pear-old can of peaches. 
What came out was a smelly, 
green-brown liquid obviously 
not in the peach family. 

“Those peaches have com¬ 
pletely decomposed,” one of¬ 
ficial pronounced. A tech-, 
nician returned minutes later 
to announce they were really 
oysters — decomposed, but 
oysters nonetheless. 

No one volunteered to taste 
them. 

But when the bottle of bit¬ 
ters was uncorcked and its 
pungent aroma wafted 


through/the crowd, beakers of 
th'e light yellow liquid were 
soon passing from lip to lip 
amid comments that might 
have accompanied a wine¬ 
tasting. 

The widely used 19th centu¬ 
ry home remedy — originally 
40 per cent alcohol — tasted 
spicy and potently alcoholic. 
No one drank enough to find 
out how potent. 

The brandy looked promis¬ 
ing, but the cork had disin¬ 
tegrated beneath a parafin 
wrap and vinegar-like syrup 
was all that remained. 

The bottle of “whisky cock¬ 


tail” drew mixed reviews — 
ranging from “woody” and 
“like an alcoholic beverage” 
to “better than Lavoris." It 
tasted like varnish to this re¬ 
porter. 

Scientists, meanwhile, were 
pleased to find that some 
foods, such as a catsup, still 
had a high vitamin C content. 
Others showed good percent¬ 
ages of vitamin A.

McNeal said County Judge 
William Swigert ordered the 
materials burned when the 
evidence room a the police 
department began to over¬ 
flow. 

"We’re just burning a pile 
of garbage.” said assistant 
state attorney Steve Ryder. 
“It’s not literature.” 

McNeal arrived at the 
Florida Fire College, where 
the state’s firefighters are 


trained, in a battered old red 
pickup truck loaded to capaci¬ 
ty with a ton of pornography.

NO ONE seems quite certain about the exact date of the 
first game played in Canada, but Canadian curling history 
stretches back almost 200 years. 

Frank Menke wrote in his Encyclopedia of Sports that 
curling was introduced in Canada in 1807, but Douglas Fisher 
and S. F. Wise, co-authors of the comprehensive and obvious¬ 
ly well-researched Canada's Sporting Heroes, put the date at 
least eight years earlier. 

Canada’s Sporting Heroes informs that curling in Canada 
“began informally among the Scottish merchants of Quebec 
(City) and Montreal before 1800.'' However, the first or¬ 
ganized club in Canada, the Royal Montreal, came into exis¬ 
tence on Jan. 22. 1807. It was the result of a meeting, at 
Gillis’ Coffee House and attended by 20 Scots, called to draw 
up rules of play. And it is interesting to note that while 
curling originated in Scotland somewhere between 1520 and 
1551*. the Royal Montreal is only 12 years younger than the 
oldest curling club in existence the Dudingston Curling 
Society, organized in Edinburgh on Jan. 17. 1795. 

Curling in Canada may have grown slowly at first, but it 
spread steadily. Clubs were organized in Quebec City and 
Kingston in 1820, and Quebec and Montreal clubs began play¬ 
ing inter-city bonspiels in the 1830s. There were inter-city 
bonspiels in Upper Canada by 1840, but inter-provincial com¬ 
petition was delayed because Quebec and Montreal clubs 
used bell-shaped irons as rocks while Upper Canada curlers 
used local stone or hardwood blocks loaded with lead. It 
wasn’t until 1859, on Toronto Bay. that the first inter-provin¬ 
cial competition w-as held. And while Menke claims the first 
international competition took place in 1903 after curlers 
from Scotland had challenged U.S. curlers, Fisher and Wise 
state that Canadian and American curlers met in interna¬ 
tional play. 27 rinks to a side, in an 1865 bonspiel held on 
Lake Erie, near Black Rock. 

In 1840. James Bicket. secretary of the Toronto Ciirling 
Club authored what may have been the first Canadian 
booklet on curling. Called the Canadian Curler’s Manual, it 
contained a history of the game, its rules, a glossary of 
terms, and a short account of curling in Canada in addition to 
the constitution of the Toronto club. 

Bicket proved himself to be somewhat of a prophet when 
he speculated that curing would become a “favorite” in 
Canada, not only because the climate was suitable and goi 
men out of “the enfeebling influence of confinement to our 
close and heated winter houses." but also because it brought 
out those sterling moral qualities prized by every upright 
Scot. 

Well, curling did grow in Canada, and despite early-dav 
hardships other than having to find suitable natural ice and 
play outdoors. When Quebec City and Montreal curlers got 
together in Trois Rivieres for an 1835 bonspiel, they could 
find neither haggis or good whiskey in the town and had to 
make do with turkey washed down with champagne. But 
they carried on.

MONTREAL CURLERS have adopted the bonspiel-type 
playoff which has been so successful in these parts, and the 
change has been made in the expectation that it will result in 
better competition and, therefore, better representatives. 

Previously, with the exception of two or three of the more 
competitive clubs being allowed two rinks, clubs in the 
Greater Montreal area were restricted to one rink for the 
men's playdown. Now, there’ll be no limit to the number of 
rinks permitted in Quebec’s District One Consols play. The 
competition is open to any rink of qualified curlers which 
puts up the S40 entry fee, and there’ll be a modified double- 
knockout competition to decide the four rinks which will 
carry on to the 16-rink provincial final. 


DUNCAN CURLING CLUB will hold its cash bonspSel 
on Saturday and Sunday. Dec. 28 and 29, and there will he 
two 16-rink competitions - one for men and one for women. 

The entry fee in each case is S50. and there will be a good 
return for the money. Club-manager Fred Duncan is as yet 
unable to confirm the amount of prize money but he is ho|ie- 
ful of getting a sponsor and being able to offer a first prize 
of $500 for the men’s event. And he thinks he has a chance 
of being able to do the same for the women’s event. There 
wiH be “A” and “B” events, each with first and second 
prizes, in both competitions with rinks dropping into “B“ 
event after a first loss. There is still a vacancy or two. and 
a quick call to Duncan <748-9313) is advised for anyone in¬ 
terested in entering.

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Welfare cases ‘pawns’as dentists fight B.C.

COURTENAY - A* charge 
that welfare recipients are 
being used as pawns ‘ in a 
struggle between dentists and 
the NDP government because 
of a long-standipg hassle, over 
a new fee schedule, was made 
this week by Comox Valley 
Human Resource Society 
member Wayne Bradley of 
Cumberland. 

He told society members at 
a meeting at G. P. V^nier 
High School he considered it 
unethical lo use welfare peo¬ 


ple as pawns in suclya strug¬ 
gle. 

Some dentists in this area 
are refusing to treat clients 
on welfare, while others have 
pow agreed not to take any 
new cases until further notice, 
the society was told. 

Expressing his concern, so* 
ciety member Kenneth Ste¬ 
venson, termed the situation 
“victimization of low-income 
people” and added “It's not 
the dentists or the govern¬ 
ment which concerns us. we 
are concerned with people." 

The society unanimously en¬ 


dorsed a motion that its chair¬ 
man. Raymond Skeily, meet 
with Comox NILA Karen San¬ 
ford and a member of the 
Upper Island Dental Associa¬ 
tion to discuss the situation. 

A Courtenay field worker 
for the B.C. Civil Liberties 
Association. Judith Fanning 
of Cumberland, told the group 
she wrote recently to the B.C. 
College of Dental Surgeons 
protesting refusal of some 
dentists to treat welfare pa¬ 
tients. 

In her letter to the college, 
she referred specifically to a 


12-year-old girl. wYlo ”desper¬ 
ately’* needs braces, but is 
unable to get any treatment 
from the 12 denti&ts in Cour¬ 
tenay. 

The only local dentist who 
didAvork for social assistance 
recipients is no longer doing 
so, she said. 

"This is a disgraceful situa¬ 
tion,” she wrote. “While I 
expect a humanistic response 
from the dentists concerned, 
possibly your bargaining situ¬ 
ation with the government 
would improve if you were 
. providing this service.” 


The society heard that the 
president of the B.C. College 
of Dental * Surgeons has ad¬ 
mitted that some dentists 
are refusing to treat patients 
on welfare 

Dr. Robert Hicks said the 
dentists are disgruntled about 
protracted negotiations be¬ 
tween the college and Human 
Resources Minister Norman 
Levi over a new fee schedule 
for welfare patients. 

Hicks said he had heard 
that some dentists have been 
refusing non-emergency treat¬ 
ment for patients on welfare, 


but ,their action has been 
taken without any direction 
from the college. 

“If it is an emergency type 
treatment or the patient is in 
l»ain, then the* dentist is re¬ 
quired to give treatment, by 
his code of ethics," Hicks 
said. 

"f have not heard of a case 
in the province where an 
emergency case has not been 
treated." 

He stressed that as far as 
he knew it was a decision by 
individual dentists not to treat 
non-emergency welfare pa¬ 


tients, and not an organized * 
campaign in certain commu¬ 
nities. 

Hicks said he is "Right in 
the middle” of negotiations 
with Levi and hopes an agree¬ 
ment will be reached soon. 

Society members were told 
that in 1973, dentists received 
60 per cent of their normal 
fees lrom the human re¬ 
sources department when 
treating welfare patients. 

Levi said recently the den¬ 
tists had been offered 80 per 
cent of their 1974 fee schedule 
during the negotiations, but 


he said the proposal had been 
rejected. 

Doris Marlow, co-ordinator 
of Upper Island Low-lncomc 
Group told the meeting she’s 
been fighting this for several 
months and has loads of cor¬ 
respondence on this issue. 

Society member TYevor 
Davies termed the situation 
existing in the valley “a rip- 
off” and urged the society to 
attempt to obtain an assur¬ 
ance from local dentists that 
“at least some form of emer¬ 
gency treatment is made 
available.”

Recaptured three elect jury trial 


NANAIMO - Three men 
have elected trial by judge 
and jury on charges arising 
from an escape and a series 
of following events here last 
week. 

. The three. Richard Dale 
Beeman, 24, Robert Moyse, 19 
and Claire Wilson, 19, are ac¬ 
cused of escaping custody of 
two sheriff’s officers Nov. 26 
and with the attempted 
murder of one of them, caus¬ 
ing bodily harm to the other, 
attempted murder of a citizen 
of the Cassidy district. Ben 
Dixon. -67. and the forcible sei¬ 
zure of his wife, Frances. 60. 
They are also charged with 
attempting to murder RCMP 
Constable Paul Cloutier of 
Duncan and with escaping 
custody. 

The charges arose as the 
three men were being excort- 
ed back to Vancouver where 
they are serving prison terms 
after being brought to Nanai¬ 
mo to testify in a drug trial. 

Sheriff’s deputies Gib Peny 
and Gerald Ockey were at¬ 
tacked. The Dixons were also 
attacked and tied up in their 
rural home, eight rrrtlds south 
of here. 

, Ah eight hour search for the 
three men ended late last 


Thursday night when their 
car was rammed .by a police 
vehicle at a Toadblock on 
Hammond Bay Road. 

All three elected trial by 
judge and jury on the charges 
of forcible seizure, escaping 
custody and causing bodily 
harm with intent to wound. 


Crown prosecutor R. M. 
Hutchinson said all six 
charges will be heard in B.C. 
Supreme Court if the three 
are committed for trial at a 
preliminary hearing which 
has been set for Jan. 21. 

Tight security has been in 
force in the handling of the 


men since the events of a 
week ago. 

RCMP officers, armed with 
shotguns and rifles, escorted 
them to an aircraft last week 
which took them back to the 
B.C. Penitentiary and the 
same security was in force 
when they arrived here 


Thursday for their court ap¬ 
pearance. They were hand¬ 
cuffed and wore leg irons. 

The men were also hand¬ 
cuffed before being led into 
court Friday morning. 

They will be returned to the 
mainland to await prelimin¬ 
ary bearing. 


Eclipse eclipsed by dawn 
but meteors dash in dark 


Vancouver Islanders won’t get a look 
at the partial eclipse of the sun next 
Friday morning but, if they’re up at 2 
a.m. the following day, they cohld see a 
display of meteors. 

The two occurrences have no connec¬ 
tion with each other, said astronomer 
Frank Younger of the Dominion as- 
trophysical observatory on Little Saan¬ 
ich Mountain. 

The eclipse .will end on the Island 
• about 8 a.m., the time of sunrise, which 
moans the chances of seeing it are 
practically nil, Younger said. 

There might be a small area that 
would look like a chip out of a plate," 


he said, "but this would only last a very 
short time. Mountains and houses will 
obscure the sun for a while after it rises 
and, if it’s cloudy, you won’t see it any¬ 
way.” 

The eclipse w ill be visible in mo6t of 
North America except the northwestern 
regions. No region on Earth will see a 
total eclipse but maximum coverage 
will occur at Pangnirtung, Baffin Is¬ 
land. 

The meteor shower will be the result 
of Earth travelling through the orbital 
paths of a number of particles of mat¬ 
ter which also travel around the sun, 
Younger said. 


The particles are called geminids 
because they radiate from the constella¬ 
tion Gemini. 

They enter the Earth’s atmosphere 
at 35 kilometres per second and, be¬ 
cause of the friction, burn up as they 
enter. 

The shower should be quite dense, 
the astronomer said, and as may 88 50 
an hour may be visible, with the max¬ 
imum shower taking place at 2 a.m. 
Dec. 14, diminishing through the morn¬ 
ing hours of darkness. 

But there again, as Younger said, if 
it’s cloudy there won’t be any show.

NANAIMO — A program of 
psychiatric day-care has been 
instituted at Nanaimo Region¬ 
al Hospital by a hospital psy¬ 
chiatrist and an assisting gen¬ 
eral practitioner. 

Head of the program. Dr. 
Robin Molineaux, said it con¬ 
sists of daytime care and 
treatment at the hospital for 
patients, who return to their 
home and families for the 
night. 

“In thus way. their family 
life is 'not interrupted, al¬ 
though treatment is in 
progress,” the doctor said. 

He explained' that patients 
are referred tp the program 
through their regular physi- 
. cians and, after an initial in¬ 
terview, they become part of 
the grout) therapy project. 
They then attend the clinic 
five days each week for seven 
hours a day. 

Molineaux .said the treat¬ 
ment utilises "a planped in¬ 
tensive involvement of group 
members, based on the princi¬ 
ples of group psychotherapy. 
The aim is to help the 
members face their problems 
and work out solutions in a 
group setting.” 

This sharing, he said, 
allows for* a different view of 
themselves, a better under¬ 
standing in dealing with their 
problems and a deeper em- 
• pathy with others in difficulty. 

The day care program in¬ 
volves many techniques such 
as group therapy, self- 
awareness, corjuminications, 
physical exercise, jot* coun¬ 
selling, role playing and fami¬ 
ly therapy. The members are 
helj)ed to develop new skills 
in communication* and to be- 

I 


come more aware of them¬ 
selves, their feelings, needs 
and responses. 

"They also receive help in 
coping with practical difficul¬ 
ties of everyday life such as 
finding a job or learning new 
' recreational skills. 

In family therapy, a hospi¬ 
tal , spokesman said, the. 
spouse who is not in treat¬ 
ment, has the opportunity to 
meet the rest of the group and 
discuss problems in the fami¬ 
ly or in relationships that 
need attention. 

"The emotional field and 
the relationship pattern under 
which the family operates be¬ 
comes clear. The problems 


are isolated and discussed by 
the group and solutions are 
found to help these families 
restore relationships and 
achieve better ways of com¬ 
municating with each other," 
the spokesman said. 

Psychiatric day care at 
Nanaimo Regional Hospital, 
which is modelled on success¬ 
ful units elsewhere, "has been 
initiated to fill a much needed 
service in psychiatric treat¬ 
ment," hospital administrator 
Gordon Frith said. "Through 
this program, the hospital ad¬ 
ministration has endeavored 
to integrate hospital and 
the community in an ex¬ 
change of specialized ser¬ 
vices.”

The paper says Gresko was 
active in Russian espionage ser¬ 
vices until 1971 although sources 
could not say whether hp is still 
involved in spying activities. 

Between 1967 and 1971, he was

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Guerrillas rake kibbutz 


ROSH HANIORA, Israel 
iAPI - Palestinian guerrillas 
raided this kibbutz near the 
Lebanese border Friday and 
wounded two Israelis, but one 
of the terrorists was later 
shot and burned with a phos¬ 
phorous grenade, an Israeli 
officer said. 

Defence Minister Shimon 
Peres, who flew to the kib¬ 
butz, told reporters: - Leban¬ 
on will pay a further price if 
we continue to allow the ter¬ 
rorists to operate as they 
please.” 

In Beirut, the military arm 
of ihe Palestine Liberation 


Organization (PLOi claimed 
responsibility for the attack, 
made 21 hours after PLO 
chief Yasser Arafat threat¬ 
ened to step up the war 
against the Jewish state. 

The guerrillas stole across 
the Lebanese border shortly 
before dawn and cut through 
the security fence. 

“There was a burst of gun¬ 
fire about !T o’clock in the 
morning while it was still 
dark and the whole kibbutz 
woke up.” said volunteer 
worker Jay Goldstein of New' 
York, f‘We locked the doors 


ami kept the lights out until 
we were ordered to go into 
the bomb shelters.” 

Other residents said the 
guerrillas riddled a farm 
worker with sub-machine-gun 
bullets. The victim, shot in 
the throat, chest and stomach, 
was reported out of danger 
after surgery. 

The Israeli command said 
the gunmen fled after the vic¬ 
tim’s wife Screamed and a 
neighbor began firing, but one 
terrorist was found later in¬ 
side the kibbutz, hiding in an 
evacuated cottage. 


Israeli troops charged the 
cottage, but were driven back 
by gunfire. "But then one of¬ 
ficer kicked open the door and 
sprayed the room w-ith bul¬ 
lets. wounding the Arab. Then 
he threw a phosphorus gre¬ 
nade into the room and incin¬ 
erated him. burned him to 
death," said an Israeli lieu¬ 
tenant. 

On Nov. 17, residents of the 
Israeli settlement of Beit 
Shean burned the bodies of 
three Arab guerrillas who 
raided their village and killed 
four Israelis.

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Ghostly fare not all lip-smacking

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The bottle of 109-year-old 
whisky tasted like varnish. 
The 1863 bottle of Old Cabin 
bitters was still bitter. But the 
109-year-old brandy, alas, had 
turned to vinegar. 

The unusual uncorking hap¬ 
pened Friday in a sterile labo¬ 
ratory at the National *Can- 
ners Association where scien¬ 
tists opened, tested and 
even tasted food supplies 
that sank with a Missouri 
River steamboat in 1863. 

The stem wheeler Bertrand 


was on her way to the Mon¬ 
tana goldfields with 40 passen¬ 
gers and 40 crewmembers 
when she hit a snag 25 miles 
above Omaha and sank. The 
river shifted, and thg Ber¬ 
trand’s hulk and cargo were 
unearthed from a cornfield in 
recent years. 

The canncrs thought it 
would be a good idea to let 
the public know how the food 
held up, and how nutritious it 
was. 

That idea got lost, however, 
as white-coated technicians 
surrounded b>( reporters and. 
television cameras opened* 


what was supposed to be a 
109-pear-old can of peaches.. 
What came out was a smelly, 
green-brown liquid obviously 
not in the peach family. 

"Those peaches have com¬ 
pletely decomposed." one of¬ 
ficial pronounced. A tech¬ 
nician returned minutes later 
to announce they were really 
oysters decomposed, but 
oysters nonetheless. 

No one volunteered lo taste 
them. 

But when the bottle of bit¬ 
ters was uncorcked and its 
pungent aroma wafted 


through the crowd, beakers of 
the. light yellow liquid were 
soon passing from lip to lip 
•amid comments that might 
have accompanied a wine¬ 
tasting. 

The widely used 19th centu¬ 
ry home remedy — originally 
40 per cent alcohol tasted 
spicy and potently alcoholic. 
No one drank enough to find 
out how potent. 

The brandy looked promis¬ 
ing, but the cork had disin¬ 
tegrated beneath a para fin 
wrap and vinegar-like syrup 
was all that remained. 

The bottle of "whisky cock¬ 


tail” drew mixed reviews — 
ranging from "woody” and 
"like an alcoholic beverage” 
to “better than Lavoris.” It 
tasted like varnish to this re¬ 
porter. 

Scientists, meamvhilo, were 
pleased to find that some 
foods, such as a catsup, still 
had a high vitamin C content 
Others showed good percent¬ 
ages of vitamin A. 

In all. the salvagers reco¬ 
vered 4,000 bottles of liquor 
worth, according to es¬ 
timate, $149,764.30 - for col¬ 
lection, presumably, not for 
consumption.

The two sides thought they 
had reached an agreement in 
October, “but the board's in- 
irrpretation of that agreement 
doesn’t coincide with ours,” 
Cunningham said. 

“We feel the board is back¬ 
ing out again on an agree¬ 
ment with its employees,” he 
said.

on way 


Vancouver Islanders won’t 
get a look at the partial 
ec lips# of the sun next Friday 
morning but, if they’re up at 2 
a.m. the following day, they 
could see a display of mete¬ 
ors. 

The two occurrences have 
no connection with each other, 
said astronomer Frank 
Younger of the Dominion as- 
trophysical observatory on 
Little Saanich Mountain. 

The eclipse will end on the 
Island about 8 a.m., the time 
of sunrise, which means the 
chances of seeing it are prac¬ 
tically nil. Younger said. 

“There might be a small 
area that would look like a 
chip out of a plate,” he said, 
“but this would only last a 
very short time. Mountains 
and houses will obscure the 
sun for a while after it rises 
and, if it’s cloudy, you won’t 
see it anyway.” 

The eclipse will be visible in 
most of North America except 
- the northwestern regions. N<> 
region on Earth will see a 
total eclipse but maximum 
coverage will occur at Pang- 
nirtung, Baffin Island. 

The meteor shower will be 
the result of Earth travelling 
through the orbital paths of a 
number of particles of matter 
which also travel around the 
sun. Younger said. 

The particles are called ge- 
minids because they radiate 
from the constellation Ge¬ 
mini. 

They enter the Earth’s at¬ 
mosphere at 35 kilometres per 
second and. because of the 
friction, hum up as they 
enter. 

The shower should be quite 
dense, the astronomer said, 
and as many as 50 an hour 
may be visible, with the max¬ 
imum shower taking place at 
2 a.m. Dec. 14, diminishing 
through the morning hours of 
darkness. 

But here again, as Younger 
said, if it’s cloudy there won’t 
be any show.

said men who have not been paid since Nov. 
23 have no other choice but welfare. 

“They have no money to move if they 
wanted to, or to go and look for work, and a 
lot have already spent money on Christmas.” 

Levy predicted most of his men will show 
up at the Langford welfare office at 10 a.m. 
Monday. 

He said the men could not apply for unem¬ 
ployment benefits, because the company had 
not issued the required separation certifi¬ 
cates, and the men did not know the value of 
their last two weeks work along with their 
holiday pay.

Brats screaming next door, 
no place to park, hearing the 
neighbors scold their daugh¬ 
ter when she comes home at 2 
a m., looking for a quiet place 
and not finding one. nursing a 
headache and thinking about 
divorce. 

That’s whdt critics of large- 
scale projects are talking 
about when they warn of the 
social ramifications of high 
density living. 

The residents of neigh¬ 
borhoods scheduled for go- 
vefnment-inspired housing, 
such as Dunhill Corporation's 
project at Interurban and 
Marigold and Saanich’s Roy 
Road development, fear the 
social ramifications will in¬ 
clude crime, vandalism, juve¬ 
nile delinquency and deterio¬ 
rating neighborhoods. 

Colquitz Concerned Citizens 
Group has jiointcd to the 
Burnside gang, notorious a 
couple of years ago. and pre¬ 
dicted the appearance of sinu 
lar teenage hands from the 
Dunhill development. That 
project is planned to house 
305 families, unless opposition 
at last month’s public hearing 
induces the corporation to 
trim its proposed densities. 

Saanich council will recon¬ 
sider the plan at a meeting 
Monday. 

Are residents’ fears jus¬ 
tified? 

Saanich Mayor Ed Lum 
doesn’t think so. Juvenile de- 
linqu?ney is associated with 
public housing because such 
projects are usually designed 
for low-income families, at¬ 
tractin'' a great many peuple 
who already have problems, 
he explained. 

Homes in Dunhill’s develop 
mont will lie purchased, not

rented, by middle-income 
lamilies. and therefore will 
not breed problems, accord¬ 
ing to Lum. 

Dr. John Wiens, director of 
instruction for Greater Vic¬ 
toria schools, shared Lum’s 
view. “1 can see difficulties 
only if they pressure a lot of 
problem families into one 
area." he said. 

But others argue that 
crowding Itself can create ten¬ 
sion, and consequently family 
problems, regardless of in¬ 
come. 

Gerald Webb, supervisor for 
the human resources depart¬ 
ment’s Burnside office, com¬ 
pared living in a high-density 
development to working in a 
crowded office. 


“The pressures have a defi¬ 
nite impact on family life." 
lie said, and tensions miwnt 
when people feel they have no 
escajie from those pressures. 

“Any large development 
creates problems,” he 
claimed, recalling his experi¬ 
ence with townhouses in Gor¬ 
don Head, Burnside Gardens, 
Newton Gardens and Blan- 
shard Court! 

Ownership makes little dif¬ 
ference, he added. "Owning a 
slice of a building is not the 
same as owning a house.” 

Webb w'as surprised that 
the housing department did 
not consult hi* office on condi¬ 
tions in the Colquitz area and 
possible social effects of the 
Dunhill development. 


The Burnside area already 
is a focus of problems, he 
said, with the second largest 
concentration of i»eople in 
Saanich, strained recreational 
facilities for youth, and rapid 
changes in the area’s charac¬ 
ter. 

Loss of privacy and security 
arc major problems in any 
public housing, R. A. Flower, 
family court’s probation of¬ 
ficer for Saanich west of 
Quadra, said. 

But housing can be designed 
to alleviate those problems, 
he added. 

He cited a 1972 housing de¬ 
partment study of public 
housing in Vancouver. 

That study described pri-

Victoria has the best housing conditions in 
Canada, according to the Economic Council 
of Canada, but it also has the third most ex¬ 
pensive housing in the country. 

Those statements come from an economic 
survey made by the council and reported in 
the Toronto Star. 

Housing conditions were measured by the 
average number of persons per room. 

Victoria was found to have the lowest oc¬ 
cupancy, w ith just one-half person a room on 
average. By comparison, Toronto had three- 
fifths of a person per room and Sudbury has 
more than three-quarters of a |»erson per 
room. 

But Toronto also had the highest house 
prices in Canada, followed by Oshawa. Ont.. 
and Victoria. The fourth highest area was 
Vancouver. 


Compared to the rest of the world. Canada 
lared well in the council’s housing survey. 

Canadian’s housing conditions arc only 
slightly more crowded than American or 
British, the world’s best according to the sur¬ 
vey. 

But there are still wide regional dif¬ 
ferences within Canada and 1.3 miyion house¬ 
holds — 21 per cent of the total — have con¬ 
ditions that are too crowded, the council said. 

One thing was evident about cities with 
quality housing — their residents are paying 
for it. 

’ the council had some surprising com¬ 
ments on air pollution in Canadian cities. 

According to its survey, the industrial city 
of Sudbury has cleaner air than any other 
major Canadian city, and that includes .Vic¬ 
toria. 

Sudbury, with its International Nickel Co. 


of Canada and Falconbridge Nickel Co. 
smelters belching pollution into the atmo¬ 
sphere, once was one of the most hazardous 
places in Canada in which to take a deep 
breath. 

But all that has changed. Clean-up mea¬ 
sures, including construction of a 1,250-foot 
smokestack to disperse pollutants, have 
given Sudbury the cleanest air of the cities 
surveyed, said the council, a federal govern¬ 
ment advisory body. 

It added that pollution levels in Sudbury 
hare been reduced by more than 58 |ier cent 
in the past three years. 

Cornwall. Ont., rated second best in the 
clcan-air survey: Toronto was seventh and 
Montrtal Iasi. Victoria was rated average, 
hut still ahead of Vancouver where the pollu¬ 
tion level has risen “appreciably’’ in the past 
two years. 


vacy as a “critical factor” in 
multiple unit dwellings and 
found that people living in 
public housing want private 
fenced yards, soundproofing, 
separation of families with 
children from those without, 
carports rather than parking 
lots, and as much of the natu¬ 
ral environment preserved as 
possible. 

The survey also found that 
people who prefer townhouses 
are more concerned with the 
appearance of a .develobment 
than its size, and w-ant recrea¬ 
tion programs for children 
and community associations 
built into developments. 

Flower gave Blanshard 
Court as an example of the ef¬ 
fectiveness of community as¬ 
sociations. 

Blanshard Court was 
plagued with social problems 
when a “community develop¬ 
ment team” started work 
tliere in June 1973. The team 
included family court proba¬ 
tion officers, human resources 
social workers, police juvenile 
squad, outreach workers from 
the YMCA and Boys Club, 
and mental health workers. 
Their job was to create a 
community spirit in Blan¬ 
shard Court. 

One result was a reduction 
in juvenile delinquency. In the 
first half of 1973, 34 youths 
from Blanshard Court were 
referred to probation officers. 
In the first half of 1974, the 
number dropped to 18. 

Besides the human benefit, 
the effort in Blanshard Court 
has saved Greater Victoria 
the cost of police time, proba¬ 
tion officer time, prosecutor 
and judge time, and perhaps 
even the cost of maintaining a 
future criminal prison. Flow¬ 
er said.

Great Gulf Tour 


Canada’i first highway of 
travel — the St. Lawrence 
River and its countryside, set¬ 
tled for generations — has 
whales inhabiting a glacial 
fiord that meets the river; 
caribou, deer and moose in 
provincial parks and colonies 
of birds on island sanctuaries. 

It is the setting for the first 
program of the season in To 
the Wild Country series of 
specials. 

Titled The Great Gulf - 
The St. Lawrence the pro¬ 
gram will be telec ast on Sun¬ 
day, Dec. 8 at 8 p.m. on CRC- 
TV. 

Hosts John and Janet 
Foster, nature photographers, 
explore the many discoveries 
that await the viewer as the 
area’s rich and varied wildlife 
is revealed through the cam¬ 
era. 

They travel east of Quebec 
City, where the St. Lawrence 
begins to widen as fresh 
water that drains half a conti¬ 
nent meets an icy blend of 
salt water currents from the 
sea. Along the north shore 
livers tumble down through 
massive precambrian rock 


in surprising contrast to the 
gentle rural hillsides of the 
Gaspe Peninsula on the 
river’s south shore. 

It is the Saguenay River on 
the north shoi-e which U the 
feeding ground of the white 
Beluga whales. The backs of 
the whales undulate along the 
surface of the cold water. 

At the mouth of the river, 
seven other larger s[>ecies of 
whales have been sighted. As 
Janet comments, “It is like 
looking at icebergs, you only 
see the tip’’. 

Migrating greater snow 
geese are seen further down 
river. 

Matane Provincial Park has 
easily-come-upon-moose. The 
park has an unusual mineral 
spring that attracts moose the 
same way salt attracts cattle. 
The area also has some of the 
best rivers for fishing salmon. 

Another discovery is a relic 
herd of woodland c aribou The 
film crew' saw the caribou 
from the air and later John 
and Janet tracked In to their 
grazing grounds by way of a 
bumpy truck ride and then 1 
resorted to foot travel.

Mrs. Calabash’s greatest 
bdoster also gets a great joy 
out of making children laugh. 

"People like to laugh, and I 
like to make them laugh,” 
says the entertainer, who has 
proved that statement for 
over GO show-business years. 
"That makes me happy— 
making them happy. That’s 
my life.” 

Now, If they didn't laugh, It 
would be, to use a Duran- 
teism, a "cataskerstroke." 

His grammar and his phl-^ 
losophy are unchanged: “Y* 
gotta start off each day wid a 
song.”

Monroe’s Ghost 
Haunts Play 


The ghost of Marilyn Mon¬ 
roe walks uneasily through 
the pages of Arthur Miller's 
classic drama, After the Fall, 
and* the spectre of Holly¬ 
wood’s golden girl is about to 
be chased into the spotlight 
again. 

It happens every time the 
play is presented. Speculation 
and controversy have sur¬ 
rounded It since the first 
stage production in New 
York. 

Is Maggie in the play actu¬ 
ally Marilyn Monroe? Is 
Quentin, the other leading 
character, really Arthur Mill¬ 
er, who was married to Mari-^ 
lyn? 

Canadian television viewers 
can weigh the evidence on De¬ 
cember 9 at 8:00 p.m., when 
the world film premiere of 
Miller's moving drama is 
shown on the CBC national 
television network. Canadian 
actor Christopher Plummer 
plays Quentin and Faye Duna¬ 
way is Maggie. 

Speculation about the play’s 
theme began when an unu¬ 
sually tight veil of secrecy 
was thrown around rehearsals 
for the first stage presenta¬ 
tion. No newspapermen or 
photographers were allowed 
inside the theatre. Until they 
began rehearsals not even the 
cast had an inkling about the 
theme. In answer to queries 
about the plot, Miller would 
retire behind a cryptic stag*, 
direction — “The action takes 
place in the mind, thought 
and memory of Quentin.’’ The 
first hint of the controversy to 
follow came just before the 
play began. Henry Brandon of 
the London Sunday Times 
wrote a column which started 
— “The hazard facing Arthur 
Miller’s new play, After the 
Fall, is that the theatrical ex¬ 
perience will be overshad¬ 
owed by the autobiographical 
ring — especially what sounds 
like self-revelations about 
Miller’s marriage to Marilyn 
Monroe.” 

Talking about the actress 
who portrayed Maggie In the 
play, Brandon commented — 
“She evokes Marilyn with' 
such uncanny accuracy as she 
grows from a wayward little 
girt to lost innocence as a 
great star that this for a while , 
becomes the most powerful i 
and intriguing part of the 
play.” 

Another critic wrote — 
“Mr. Miller would like to 
have his play judged strictly 
on its own, without benefit of 
Marilyn. But I feel It is ingen¬ 
uous of him to hope for this. 
For many years whoever sees 
After the Fall will be haunted 
by Marilyn’s golden image. It 
comes with the territory.” 

Many comparisons h&ve 
been drawn between Miller 
himself and Quentin in the 
play, as well as the uncanny 
similarity between Marilyn 
Monroe and Maggie. There 
are other apparent coinci¬ 
dences. 

Lake Quentin's. Miller's 
family was hit by the Depres¬ 
sion. Like Quentin, Miller has 
been involved with three 
women. Not only does Mag¬ 
gie’s career closely resemble 
that of Marilyn Monroe, but 


Miller’s third wife, pho¬ 
tographer Inge Morath is an 
Austrian, like the third 
woman in Quentin’s life. 

Quentin appeared before the 
House Committee on Un- 
American Activities. Miller 
appeared before the Commit¬ 
tee on June, 21, 1956. Quentin, 
in the play, refuses to impli¬ 
cate his friends. Miller would 
not name former communist 
writers and was fined $500 for 
contempt. He appealed and 
won. 

Despite these and other si¬ 
milarities, Miller steadfastly 
maintains that the play is not 
biographical. On one occasion 
he said — “That man up 
there (Quentin) isn’t me. A 
playwright doesn’t put him¬ 
self on the stage, he only dra¬ 
matizes certain forces within 
himself." 

Miller also made this com¬ 
ment — “I am not naive 
enough to have imagined that 
After the Fall would be re¬ 
ceived as merely another play 
and evaluated as such, but it 
is surprising how over¬ 
whelmed some otherwise 
knowledgeable people permit 
themselves to become by the 
obvious fact that elements of 
the author’s life are part of 
the play he writes. The char¬ 
acter of Maggie, which in 
great part seems to underlie 
the fuss, it pot in fact Marilyn 
Monroe . . . Despite appear¬ 
ances, this play is no more 
and no less autobiographical 
than All my Sons, Death of a 
Salesman, The Crucible of A 
View from the Bridge.” 

Yet, on another occasion, 
when asked about the play’s 
apparent autobiographical na¬ 
ture he replied that in trying 
to give his plays enduring 
value he felt he had to be spe¬ 
cific. “Generalisations,;’ he 
said, “are the first things that 
collapse.” 

Despite the denials there 
are many who still claim that 
the play is a thinly veiled seg¬ 
ment of Miller’s life, but 
viewers can make their own 
judgements on December 9. 
However, there will be gener¬ 
al agreement on the play it¬ 
self. After the Fall is a mile¬ 
stone in television drama.

Aftermath of Cyprus Conflict 


Dramatic and revealing 
demonstrations on how to 
light with your wife, husband, 
lover or mate, and a film 
essay on war’s tragic after- 
math in Cyprus are featured 
on CBC television's new cur¬ 
rent affairs series. Prime¬ 
time, Tuesday. December 10 
at 10 p.m. 

Primetime ho6t Don 
McNeill became involved in 
ihe studio group therapy ses¬ 
sion after the group’s psy¬ 
chiatrist. Dr. Herbert Gold¬ 


berg of California, Invited 
McNeill lo "fight it out,” 
using 'weapons” which re¬ 
sembled baseball bats made 
from cushions. 

McNeill and the psychiatrist 
falied away at each other for 
45 seconds, until the doctor, 
much smaller than McNeill, 
went down after losing his 
balance, unhurt, but simply 
overwhelmed by the bigger 
and stronger McNeill. 

The group therapy segment 
was produced by Beryl Fox, 


marking her return to CBC 
television after an absence of 
several years. Mis* Fox’* 1965 
CBC-TV film documentary, 
Mills of the Gods, won a Wil¬ 
derness Award. 

By coincidence, her camer¬ 
aman on Mill* of the Gods 
was Erik Durschmied, whose 
film essay on war'* aftermath 
in Cyprus i» the second fea- 
lure segment on this Prime¬ 
time program. 

Durschmeid's film is a poig¬ 
nant piece on the tragic ref¬ 


ugee situation and separation 
of families by the partitioning 
of Cyprus into Greek and tur- 
kish territories. 

Of the island’s total popula¬ 
tion of 420,000, slightly less 
than half remain in refugee 
camps. 

Thousands of men are being 
kept prisoner by the military 
of each side and sometimes, 
the only way mothers or 
wives know their men are 
alive is when they disembark 
from buses during prisoner of 
war exchanges. 

Durschmied, winner of nu¬ 
merous international awards, 
focuses on the wife of a miss¬ 
ing Greek soldier, who was 
married just 10 days before 
the Cyprus war began: and a 
Turkish farmer whose wife is 
being kept captive on the 
Greek side of the island. 
Durschmied was asked to 
take a letter to the Turk’s 
wife, only to have a Greek po¬ 
liceman intercept it. Sum¬ 
ming up the situation on 
Cyprus, Durschmied said it 
w'as like "one deaf person 
talking to another deaf per¬ 
son.”

Dynamic Conductor Profiled 


The name Herbert von 
Karajan is hardly unfamiliar 
to North Americans. Mftny 
radio stations acroes the con¬ 
tinent contain a sizeable col¬ 
lection of recordings made by 
the Berlin Philharmonic 
Orchestra under the baton of 
Karajan. 

In his native Austria and in 
Germany, where he has con¬ 
ducted the Philharmonic since 
1936, he has attained the 
status much like that of a 
North American sports hero. 

December 10, 8:03 p.m. on 
CBC Radio, CBC Tuesday 
Night profiles Herbert von 
Karajan, in his own words, 
•rind in those pf musicians who 
work with him and persons 
whose busines it is to listen 
to his music. 

Related on CBC FM’s En¬ 
core, Thurs., Dec. 12, 8:03 
p.m., the program looks at 
one of the 20th century’s most 
dynamic musical personali¬ 
ties, a man who has been 
called “a musician of the 
baton .“ 

In Part I, Aspects of a Star 
Conductor, Hans Werner 
Henze, a leading German con¬ 
tent Dorary composer now liv¬ 
ing in Italy, gives his options 
on Karajan. Further view¬ 
points are provided by James 
Galway, an Irish-born prin¬ 
cipal flautist with the Berlin 
Philharmonic: Dr. Wolfgang 
Stresemann. the orchestra’s 
inlendant; and two prominent 
London critics. David Cairns 
and Edward Greenfield.

In the second part, the illus¬ 
trious conductor s(>eaks to 
CBC producer Robert Ches- 
terman in Berlin about his art 
and his famous orchestra. 

lenavoidably cast as a "Kul- 
furidor, & role he strongly 
resents, Karajan none the less 


has the attractive sporting 
prowess — he is a first-rate 
skier, and has a penchant for 
fast sports cars and a reputa¬ 
tion as an excellent pilot. 

With a home in St. Tropez, 
and a gorgeous French wife, 
and as habitue of the Cote 
d’A/ur. Karajan has long 
been the centre of a publicity 
world usually reserved for 
movie stars, multi¬ 
millionaires and deposed 
monaichs. Having acquired 
such a status since the end of 
the Second World War, Kara¬ 
jan, it is now' conceded, has 
entered a world where an ob¬ 
jective assesment of hi* mu¬ 
sical tHients is extremely dif¬ 
ficult to find. 

Herbert von Karajan was 
bom in Mozart’s home town, 
Salzbui^, 66 years ago. Reput¬ 
ed to have made his first pub¬ 
lic appearance as a pianist at 
the age of five, he achieved 
astonishing success at 19, con¬ 
ducting Beethoven’s Fidelio. 
The performance led to his 
first post and a seven-year 
contract in Ulm. 

In 1934, at the age of 27, he 
went to the opera house at 
Aachen as successor to Fritz 
Busch. At 30, he won over the 
Berlin public with a concert, 
again with Fidelio, in which 


he directed the Philharmonic. 
It was a succes that laid the 
foundation stpne of his con¬ 
nections with'4he city’s rich 
musical life. 

Karajan’s own outlook of 
music, his orchestra and cur¬ 
rent preoccupations, 
expresed in the CBC Radio 
broadcast, serve to place 
some perspective on an ex¬ 
traordinary talent and, at the 
same time, a surprisingly pri¬ 
vate personality. 


Film Fun is the appropriate 
title of a new CBC-TV Ottawa- 
produced five-episode mini- 
series for the younger set 
which premiered on Wednes¬ 
day, Dec. 4 at 5 p.m’.

“Since the spread of super 8 
film technology to learning in¬ 
stitutions, children are having 
access to an art form only 
previously available to com¬ 
mercial-professional film 
Iwxjses,” he said. 

This new series displays 
children’s irrepressible imagi¬ 
nation, specifically the imagi¬ 
nations and skilled art of 
Bryan and Nancy and It Is 
also children’s TV where chil¬ 
dren are doing for children. It. 
encourages participation, 
said Kennedy. 

Besides seeing what the 
children do with animation, 
social guests, who are pro¬ 
fessionals appear on each pro¬ 
gram. Bryan and Nancy have 
the chanca to analyze their 
work and ask questions on 
how it’s all done in the com¬ 
mercial world. 

Program one welcomed 
Montreal film-maker, Sebas¬ 
tian, who Is especially well- 
known for his work In TV 


commercials and line-drawing 
animation. Show two, (Dec. 
11), features Don Arioli, an¬ 
other Montrealer, this time 
from the NFB. He Is a spe¬ 
cialist In animation develop¬ 
ment and story boards. The 
third program (Dec. 18), has 
an ‘electronic specialist’, the 
NRC’s Ottawa computer, an 
animation pioneer in a new 
and exciting field. In show- 
four, (Dec. 25), Ken Perkins, 
a Winnipeg film animator, 
discusses and illustrates some 
of Ihe Canadian material he 
prtAluces for Sesame Street. 
Finally, in the last program, 
(Jan. 8), composer-musician 
Ben McPeek of Toronto dis¬ 
cusses film sound and shows 
how he goes about creating 
musical backgrounds for ani¬ 
mated short subjects and 
commercials.
